Dedicated  to  Dr.  Carl  Pipes 


Scituate's  2003  Annual  Town  Report  is  dedicated  to  the  memory  of 
Dr.  Carl  E.  Pipes  in  recognition  of  his  contributions  to  the  Town  of 
Scituate. 

Carl  was  an  active  environmentalist  and  served  on  Scituate's 
Conservation  Commission  for  eight  years;  he  was  chair  from  1971  to 
1974  and  remained  an  associate  member  from  1975  to  1978.  He  was  also 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  six  years,  serving  one  of 
those  years  as  chairman.  He  contributed  to  the  welfare  of  the  town  in 
many  ways  and  found  conservation  work  the  most  compelling. 

When  Carl  decided  to  settle  down  in  Scituate  in  1963,  it  was  in  large 
part  because  he  had  fallen  in  love  with  the  physical  beauty  of  the 
place.  He  was  struck  by  the  natural  elegance  of  the  beaches  and  he 
often  said  there  was  no  prettier  place  in  the  world  than  the  Glades. 
The  gigantic  rock  formations,  the  sprawling  lawns  running  down  to  the 
edge  of  the  water,  and  the  view  of  what  seemed  to  be  infinity,  took 
his  breath  away.  He  was  fascinated  by  the  history  of  the  town  and 
loved  each  landmark  as  if  it  were  a  part  of  his  own  personal  history. 

If  you  fly  over  Scituate  you  will  notice  that  large  areas  of  greenery 
embellish  the  town.  The  existence  of  so  much  uncorrupted  land  is 
largely  due  to  the  efforts  of  Carl  Pipes.  He  appreciated  the  small 
town  atmosphere  with  its  local  businesses  and  welcoming 
neighborhoods,  and  was  committed  to  protecting  as  much  of  the 
undeveloped  parts  of  Town  as  possible.  To  that  end,  he  devoted 
countless  hours  of  his  personal  time. 

Scituate's  most  distinctive  aspect  is  undoubtedly  its  coastal 
environment.  A  self-taught  authority  on  the  impacts  of  development, 
Carl  took  pleasure  in  photographing  and  documenting  areas  of  Scituate 
where  use  of  the  land  had  both  positive  and  negative  effects.  At  Town 
Meetings,  he  made  compelling  cases  for  adopting  important  bylaws  by 
projecting  slides  of  his  photographs,  and  sharing  results  of  his 
research  into  certain  environmental  concerns.  He  was  instrumental  in 


the  town's  acquisition  of  over  200  acres  of  land  in  the  West  End 
Greenbelt  off  Bates  Lane,  protecting  this  valuable  forestland  from 
development  for  our  benefit. 

He  assisted  in  the  purchase  of  the  Boston  Sand  and  Gravel  Land-a 
strip  mining  operation  on  the  Driftway,  that  has  become  a  multi-use 
parcel  including  the  golf  course,  the  Town's  transfer  station,  and 
the  Driftway  Park.  In  1972,  he  headed  the  effort  to  preserve  the 
Flood  Plain  and  Watershed  Protection  District.  Most  recently,  he 
worked  with  the  Open  Space  Advisory  Committee  which  made 
recommendations  to  the  town  about  how  to  use  the  open  space  already 
available,  and  with  the  Community  Preservation  Committee  whose 
objective  was  to  pass  legislation  allowing  the  town  to  purchase  more 
vacant  land. 

All  of  these  measures  combined  to  provide  the  town  with  open  space 
and  land  that  could  be  used  for  the  enjoyment  of  its  residents,  the 
protection  of  their  water  supply,  and  the  increase  of  the  economic 
and  aesthetic  value  of  their  property. 

Over  the  years,  he  served  on  the  Town's  Coastal  Zone  Management 
Committee,  the  Recycling  Committee,  the  Sewer  Extension  Study 
Committee,  and  the  Water  Supply  Study  Committee.  He  developed  a  trail 
system  through  the  Ellis  Estate  which,  in  an  updated  form,  is  still 
in  use  today.  He  also  made  it  possible  to  acquire  the  land  to  build 
trails  and  a  playing  field  at  Teak  Sherman  Park  across  from  Town 
Hall.  Carl  Pipes  had  a  special  relationship  with  the  town  of  Scituate 
and  has  left  a  legacy  for  future  generations  to  enjoy  Scituate’s 
natural  resources  as  much  as  he  did.

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GENERAL  GOVERNMENT 


BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

The  year  2003,  as  with  many  others,  was  a  busy  and  trying  year.  A  deci¬ 
sion  was  finally  made  by  the  State  on  the  Greenbush  Commuter  Rail  to 
Scituate.  Construction  has  begun  and  the  line  should  be  functioning  by  the 
year  2006. 

The  Town  saw  Chapter  40B  housing  projects  reach  a  new  high,  which 
taxed  the  Building  Department  and  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  to  the  limit. 
The  issue  of  Chapter  40B  reform  was  addressed  at  the  State  level,  but  no  real 
solution  was  reached. 

The  long  awaited  start  of  sewer  construction  began  in  the  Greenbush  sec¬ 
tion  of  Town.  The  Town  has  submitted  a  permit  application  to  DEP  and  is 
waiting  for  their  approval  in  order  to  proceed  with  construction  in  the  Cliffs 
area.  Construction  in  that  area  should  start  in  2004. 

Scituate  is  undergoing  change.  We  see  it  on  Front  Street.  We  see  it  in  the 
new  construction  that  is  happening  all  over  Town.  Houses  are  being  re-mod¬ 
eled  and  enlarged  at  a  pace  that  we  have  not  seen  before.  The  face  of  the  Town 
is  changing  and  your  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Town  officials  are  here  to  insure 
that  this  change  will  take  place  in  an  orderly  and  responsible  way.  The 
Community  Preservation  Act  was  passed  and  the  money  it  generated  allowed 
the  Town  to  purchase  much  needed  open  space,  repair  valued  historic  build¬ 
ings  and  “bank”  money  for  recreation  and  housing  projects. 

The  Town  mourned  the  passing  of  two  former  Selectmen,  Kevin  Kinsella 
and  Carl  Pipes.  Kevin  and  Carl  both  served  the  Town  well  and  will  be  missed 
by  the  Town  and  its  residents. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Town  Administrator  for  all  his  work,  Sheila 
Manning  for  her  valued  help  and  assistance,  and  Kim  Donovan,  secretary  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  for  doing  all  that  she  does  to  assist  the  Board. 
Additionally,  “thank  you”  to  Sheila  and  Kim  for  assisting  residents,  who  con¬ 
tact  the  Selectmen’s  and  Town  Administrator’s  offices,  on  a  daily  basis. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  looks  forward  to  serving  the  Town  and  meeting 
the  challenges  of  2004.

The  Town  Administrator  is  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer  of  the  Town 
and  is  responsible  and  accountable  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  all  departments  except  schools. 

He  is  the  Personnel  Director  responsible  for  the  administration  of  all  per¬ 
sonnel  matters  including  Civil  Service  and  labor  negotiations.  He  appoints  all 
department  heads  and  employees  except  the  Town  Accountant  and  Town 
Counsel.  The  Town  Administrator  has  general  supervision  of  all  departments 
and  is  responsible  for  keeping  financial  and  administrative  records  of  Town 
activities. 

The  Town  Administrator  has  full  jurisdiction  over  the  rental  and  mainte¬ 
nance  of  all  Town  property  including  schools  and  keeps  an  inventory  of  all 
Town  property.  He  is  the  Chief  Procurement  Officer  of  the  Town  and  he  pre¬ 
pares  and  submits  the  Annual  Budget  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

My  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Department  Heads,  Town  employ¬ 
ees  and  especially  Sheila  Manning  and  Kim  Donovan  for  an  enjoyable  and 
successful  year.

In  addition,  the  Advisory  Committee  oversees  the  transfer  of  funds  from 
the  Town’s  Reserve  Fund  ($90,000).  Such  transfers  are  for  extraordinary  and 
unforeseen  expenditures  and  can  be  executed  without  calling  for  a  Special 
Town  Meeting. 

Members  of  the  Advisory  Committee  serve  on  the  Capital  Planning 
Committee  and  as  liaisons  to  the  School  Committee,  the  Street  Acceptance 
Committee,  the  Waterways  Commission  and  the  Planning  Board. 

This  year  we  welcomed  two  new  members:  Joseph  Armstrong  and  David 
Grace.  And,  we  thank  Charles  Lawrence  and  Francis  Colpoys,  Jr.  for  their 
years  of  valued  service  and  many  contributions  to  the  committee  and  the  Town 
of  Scituate.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  CLERK 


The  Town  Clerk’s  office  continues  at  the  busy  pace  expected  in  a  grow¬ 
ing  community. 

The  Town  Clerk  is  the  keeper  of  the  records  and  is  responsible  for  main¬ 
taining,  recording  and  preserving  the  vital  records  (births,  marriages  and 
deaths)  of  the  residents  of  Scituate.  This  information  serves  as  the  basis  for 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Central  Vital  Registration  system.  Other 
responsibilities  of  the  office  include:  preserving  municipal  archival  records 
and  materials;  compiling  and  processing  records  for  the  annual  Town  Census 
and  Street  List  of  Residents;  issuing  dog  licenses  and  clam  permits;  and, 
recording  and  maintaining  records  of  adopted  municipal  codes,  general 
bylaws,  zoning  by  laws,  appointments,  resignations,  meetings,  petitions  and 
publications,  and  recording  and  issuing  Business  Certificates. 


In  the  process  of  accomplishing  these  tasks,  the  office  constantly  works 
to  accommodate  changes  in  federal,  state  and  town  laws.  For  example,  this 
year,  with  the  passage  of  the  revised  Charter  at  the  Annual  Town  Election, 
there  were  changes  in  Town  Meeting  quorum  and  time  requirements.  The 
Town’s  By-Laws  were  revised  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  to  reflect  those 
requirements  and  also  to  correspond  to  a  change  in  the  makeup  of  the 
Planning  Board. 


Voter  registration  and  elections  continue  to  be  a  major  responsibility  of 
the  Town  Clerk’s  office.  In  these  areas  too,  the  office  is  responsive  to  local, 
federal  and  state  changes.  On  the  Federal  level,  the  passage  of  the  Help 
America  Vote  Act  has  generated  initiatives  directed  toward  greater  accessibil¬ 
ity  and  accountability  in  the  voting  process.  In  2003,  the  State  Central  Voting 
Registration  System  has  been  hard  at  work  on  this  project  and  the  Town  of 
Scituate  has  been  cooperating  in  this  effort  by  serving  as  a  test  site  for  the 
computer  system  update.  By  the  Presidential/General  election  in  2004, 
Scituate  will  utilize  some  of  the  standards  developed  during  this  testing. 

At  the  Special  Town  Meeting  in  September,  the  Community  Preservation 
Committee  presented  fourteen  projects  for  the  first  round  of  authorized  expen¬ 
diture  under  the  Community  Preservation  Act.  With  the  exception  of  one 
indefinite  postponement,  all  of  the  projects  were  passed. 


In  2003,  after  23  years,  Barbara  Maffucci  made  the  decision  to  retire  as 
Scituate  Town  Clerk.  Bobbie  was  Town  Clerk  for  12  years  and  Assistant  Town 
Clerk  for  1 1  years.  Her  knowledge  of  town  government  and  Massachusetts 
General  Law,  and  her  graceful  southern  approach  to  the  details  of  this  office 
are  highly  valued.  The  Town  benefited  greatly  from  Bobbie’s  fine  service  as 
Town  Clerk  and  we  miss  her  direction  and  counsel. 


Mary  Sancinito  and  Nancy  Curran  join  me  in  the  office.  The  Town  is  for¬ 
tunate  in  having  two  such  skilled  and  dedicated  people  in  these  staff  positions. 
Mary  has  exceptional  technology  talents  and  Nancy’s  strong  accounting  back- 
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ground  is  a  great  asset.  In  addition,  both  have  very  broad  work  experience  and 
bring  outstanding  inter-personal  talents,  precision  and  patience  to  the  Clerk’s 
office. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  volunteer  staff  who  work  so  hard,  and  so  suc¬ 
cessfully  in  the  Archives:  Archivist  Elizabeth  Foster,  Nancy  Antoniello,  Paul 
Crowley,  Nancy  Curran,  Maureen  Dowd,  Pat  Jones,  and  Coni  Wessman.  This 
team  is  making  great  strides  in  creating  public  awareness  of  the  mission  of 
Preservation  of  Scituate’s  Heritage  (POSH)  -  preservation  and  restoration  of 
old  town  government  records. 

I  am  grateful  for  the  honor  of  serving  as  Town  Clerk.  I  appreciate  the 
kindness  and  understanding  I  have  received  these  nine  months  in  office. 
Please  know,  this  office  is  committed  to  meeting  the  needs  of  the  community. 
I  would  welcome  any  suggestions  for  expansion  or  improvement  of  our 
efforts.

WHEREAS,  John  P.  Kulevich  served  the  Town  of  Scituate  with  great  dis¬ 
tinction  and  dignified  professionalism  as  Superintendent  of  Schools  from 
1978  to  2002;  and 

WHEREAS,  Dr.  Kulevich  has  been  consistent  in  the  pursuit  of  providing  an 
excellent  education  for  the  children  of  Scituate  and  has  shown  a  clear  sense  of 
purpose  and  direction  in  this  endeavor.  He  brought  to  the  Scituate  School 
System  financial  acumen  which  could  be  depended  upon  annually,  and  which

WHEREAS,  The  time  of  his  tenure  witnessed  extraordinary  fiscal  and  edu¬ 
cational  upheaval,  Dr.  Kulevich  made  difficult  decisions  always  focused  on

Light  Pollution  By-Law 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  it’s  general  by-laws  by  adding 
thereto  a  new  by-law  as  follows: 

Prevention  of  Light  Pollution 

A.  Purpose  and  Intent 

The  Purpose  of  this  By-law  is  to  create  standards  for  outdoor  light¬ 
ing  so  that  its  use  does  not  unreasonably  interfere  with  the  reason¬ 
able  use  and  enjoyment  of  property  within  Scituate.  It  is  the  intent  of 
this  section  to  encourage,  through  the  regulation  of  the  types,  con¬ 
struction,  installation  and  uses  of  outdoor  electrically  powered  illu¬ 
minating  devices,  lighting  practices  and  systems  which  will  (i) 
reduce  light  pollution,  light  trespass  and  glare  in  order  to  preserve 
and  enhance  the  natural,  scenic,  and  aesthetic  qualities  of  Scituate, 
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(ii)  conserve  energy  and  decrease  lighting  cost  without  decreasing 
nighttime  safety,  security,  and  productivity,  and  (iii)  preserve  the 
night  sky  as  a  natural  resource  to  enhance  nighttime  enjoyment  of 
property  within  Scituate. 

B.  Uses 

All  municipal  uses,  private  uses,  special  permit  uses  and  signs  in  all 
districts  are  subject  to  this  Prevention  of  Light  Pollution  By-law. 


C.  Definitions 

Unless  the  context  clearly  indicates  otherwise,  certain  words  and 
phrases  used  in  this  section  shall  mean  the  following: 

“Lamp”  means  the  component  of  an  outdoor  light  fixture  that  pro¬ 
duces  light. 

“Direct  Light”  means  light  emitted  directly  by  a  lamp,  off  a  reflector, 
or  through  a  refractor  of  an  outdoor  light  fixture. 

“Light  Trespass”  means  direct  light  emitted  by  an  outdoor  lamp  fix¬ 
ture  that  shines  beyond  the  boundaries  of  the  property  on  which  the 
outdoor  light  fixture  is  installed. 

“Up-light”  means  direct  light  emitted  by  an  outdoor  light  fixture 
above  a  horizontal  plane  through  the  fixture’s  lowest  light  emitting 
part. 

“Shielded”  when  referring  to  an  outdoor  light  fixture  means  that  the 
fixture  allows  no  up-light. 

“Filtered”  when  referring  to  an  outdoor  light  fixture  means  that  the 
fixture  is  to  be  fitted  with  a  glass,  acrylic,  or  other  translucent  enclo¬ 
sure  of  the  light  source. 

D.  Shielding 

All  outdoor  light  fixtures  subject  to  this  by-law  shall  be  shielded. 

E.  Prohibited  Light  Sources 

1 .  Mercury  Vapor  and  Quartz  Lamps  For  the  purposes  of  this  By¬ 
law,  quartz  lamps  shall  not  be  considered  an  incandescent  light 
source. 

2.  Laser  Source  Light  The  uses  of  laser  source  light  or  any  similar 
high  intensity  light  for  outdoor  advertising,  when  projected 
above  the  horizontal,  is  prohibited. 

3.  Searchlights  The  operation  of  searchlights  for  advertising  pur¬ 
poses  is  prohibited. 


F.  Metal  Flalide  Lighting 

All  outdoor  light  fixtures  utilizing  a  metal  halide  lamp  or  lamps  shall 
be  shielded  and  filtered.  Filtering  using  quartz  glass  does  not  meet 
this  requirement. 

G.  Outdoor  Advertising  Signs 

Outdoor  light  fixtures  used  to  illuminate  an  outdoor  advertising  sign 
shall  be  mounted  on  the  top  of  the  sign  structure. 
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H.  Exemptions 

1.  Fossil  Fuel  Light  All  outdoor  light  fixtures  producing  light 
directly  by  the  combustions  of  natural  gas  or  other  fossil  fuels 
are  exempt  from  all  requirements  of  this  By-law. 

2.  Other  Light  Sources  All  outdoor  light  fixtures  using  an  incan¬ 
descent  lamp  or  lamps  of  150  watts  or  less  are  exempt  from  all 
requirements  of  this  By-law.  All  outdoor  light  fixtures  using  any 
lamp  or  lamps  of  50  watt  or  less  are  exempt  from  all  require¬ 
ments  of  the  By-law. 

I.  Special  Permit 

Alternative  outdoor  light  fixtures  may  be  allowed  by  Special  Permit 
if  it  is  found  that:  1)  the  fixture’s  design  and  appearance  are  superi¬ 
or,  2)  significant  light  pollution  will  not  be  created,  and  3)  light  tres¬ 
pass  and  glare  are  minimal. 

J.  Penalties 

Violations  of  this  By-law  shall  result  in  a  fine,  the  amount  of  which 
fine  shall  be  determined  from  time  to  time  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  For  purposes  of  this  section,  each  day  that  any  violation 
shall  continue  shall  constitute  a  new  violation  and  the  resulting  fine 
shall  continue  to  accrue.

Under  the  direction  of  the  Town  Clerk’s  office,  The  Preservation  of 
Scituate’s  Heritage,  Inc.  (P.O.S.H.)  was  established  in  1995  as  a  private, 
501(c)(3)  non-profit  corporation  dedicated  to  raising  funds  for  the  restoration 
of  town  records  which  have  deteriorated  through  the  years.  Some  of  these  irre¬ 
placeable  volumes  date  back  to  the  1600  and  1700’s;  and,  if  not  restored, 
would  be  lost  forever. 


In  2003,  P.O.S.H.  restored  three  volumes  of  Valuation  Records  dated 
1825,  1850,  and  1859.  Since  1996,  the  organization  has  restored  fifteen  vol¬ 
umes  of  records  dating  back  to  1821.  The  costs  for  restoration  range  from 
$500  -  $2,000  each,  depending  upon  the  condition  of  the  original  volume. 

P.O.S.H.  was  awarded  a  $4,900  Documentary  Heritage  Grant  from  the 
Massachusetts  Historical  Records  Advisory  Board  (MHRAB)  for  the  purpose 
of  writing  a  book  to  be  titled  “A  Salute  to  Scituate’s  Veterans  of  World  War 
II”.  This  project  will  contain  an  educational  component  that  will  be  used  to 
teach  local  history  to  Scituate  students. 

We  had  two  major  fundraising  events  in  2003.  The  first  was  a  booth  at 
Scituate  Heritage  Days  in  August;  and,  the  second  was  an  Antiques  Appraisal 
Day  in  November.  Both  events  were  highly  successful  and  we  thank  the  resi¬ 
dents  of  Scituate  for  their  continued  support. 

P.O.S.H.  markets  merchandise  unique  to  Scituate.  With  the  authorization 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  we  also  have  merchandise  embossed  with  the 
Town  Seal.  All  funds  raised  go  to  the  restoration  program.  The  following  mer¬

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  primary  goal  of  the  Conservation  Commission  is  to  protect  the  qual¬ 
ity  of  the  natural  environment,  and  in  particular  our  crucial  and  sensitive  wet¬ 
land  resources  including  our  watersheds,  open  space  and  recreational  lands, 
plant  and  wildlife  habitat.  The  Commission  also  makes  recommendations 
regarding  the  purchase  and/or  the  protection  of  properties  who’s  ownership 
would  be  a  benefit  to  the  community. 

The  Commission  is  responsible  for  administering  Scituate's  Wetlands 
Protection  Bylaw,  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Wetlands  Protection 
Act.  On  a  broader  scale,  it  also  works  with  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection,  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Coastal  Zone 
Management,  the  Massachusetts  Emergency  Management  Agency,  and  the 
United  States  Army  Corps  of  Engineers. 

During  2003,  the  Commission  held  public  hearings  on  106  Notices  of 
Intent  (projects  that  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission)  and  18 
Requests  for  Determination  of  Applicability  (requests  seeking  decisions  as  to 
whether  a  proposed  project  comes  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission). 
These  hearings  included  three  40B  projects,  either  for  the  delineation  of  wet¬ 
land  lines  or  for  the  project  it  self. 

In  addition  to  their  regulatory  responsibilities,  the  Commissioners  attend¬ 
ed  a  number  of  workshops  throughout  the  year,  dealing  with  topics  ranging 
from  coastline  erosion  to  open  space  acquisition  and  protection. 

The  Commission  also  had  several  Eagle  Scout  projects  to  consider  and 
oversee. 

The  Commission  has  been  seeking  ways  to  deal  with  constantly  increas¬ 
ing  demands  placed  on  its  limited  staff  and  its  limited  resources.  Development 
is  now  focused  on  marginal  lands  that  has  necessitated  revisions  to  our  local 
wetlands  rules  and  regulations.  These  matters  require  careful  oversight  impos¬ 
ing  increasing  demands  on  the  volunteer  members  of  the  Conservation 
Commission. 

While  the  Conservation  Commissioners,  and  their  staff  are  specifically 
responsible  for  dealing  with  conservation  matters,  they  depend  upon  people  in 
the  town  to  provide  additional  eyes  and  ears  in  the  effort  to  maintain  and 
improve  the  environmental  quality  of  life  in  the  Town.  The  Commission 
thanks  its  Associate  Members  and  everyone  else  who  has  helped,  in  the  course 
of  this  past  year,  especially  Shan  Morrissey  and  Cynde  Robbins  for  the  per¬ 
severance  to  identify  and  receive  certification  from  Natural  Heritage  for  many 
vernal  pools  in  town.  Also  many  thanks  to  the  Maxwell  Trust  (Cynde  and 
Wayne  Robbins)  for  their  foresight  and  hard  work  to  obtain,  for  perpetuity, 
several  parcels  of  land  for  open  space. 
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The  Conservation  Commission  could  not  continue  its  demanding  sched¬ 
ule  without  volunteers  such  as  Michael  Ball,  Adam  Brodsky,  Allan  Mayberry 
Greenberg,  Peter  Benkart,  Michael  Clark,  Sally  Coyle,  Thomas  Doherty,  Tod 
Spear,  Francis  Litchfield,  Pat  Jones,  and  Howard  Matthews. 

Also  many  thanks  to  past  members  Allan  Mayberry  Greenberg,  Adam 
Brodsky,  Patricia  Jones  and  Amy  Kwesell. 

The  Commission  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  passing  of  Dr.  Carl 
Pipes.  He  was  certainly  one  of,  if  not  the  town’s  most  active  proponent  of  con¬ 
servation,  open  space  acquisition  and  water  supply  protection  in  the  last  30  + 
years.  He  worked  endless  hours  as  a  Commission  member  then  as  a  Seletman 
gaining  support  for  and  acquiring  open  space.  The  Town  will  reap  the  bene¬ 
fits  of  his  efforts  for  years  to  come.

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PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Planning  Board  had  a  most  productive  year  in  2003.  The  Planning 
Board  finished  the  first  stages  of  planning  for  streetscape  improvements  for 
Greenbush  and  North  Scituate  villages  and  completed  the  Master  Plan.  The 
streetscape  improvements  will  promote  the  villages  as  attractive  economic 
centers  as  well  as  provide  pedestrian  amenities  that  complement  the  MBTA 
infrastructure.  Funds  obtained  from  the  state’s  E0418  program  were  used  for 
development  of  a  conceptual  design  for  these  improvements  and  professional 
facilitation  of  five  meetings  to  obtain  public  input.  Funds  received  by  the  town 
from  the  MBTA  will  be  used  to  construct  the  improvements. 

The  Natural  Resources,  Open  Space  and  Recreation  Resources,  and 
Historic  and  Cultural  Resources  elements  of  the  Master  Plan  were  approved 
by  March,  2003  Town  Meeting.  The  Land  Use,  Infrastructure,  Transportation 
and  Economic  Development  elements  will  be  brought  to  Town  Meeting  for 
approval  in  March,  2004.  A  major  revision  of  the  Subdivision  Rules  and 
Regulations  was  also  completed  this  year. 

Thirty-seven  meetings  were  held  which  included  review  of  many  of  the 
different  types  of  applications  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Planning  Board. 
Two  small  subdivisions  were  approved,  containing  a  total  of  five  new  lots.  In 
one  of  these,  Greenfield  Estates,  use  of  the  Flexible  Open  Space  Development 
bylaw  allowed  the  amount  of  fill  to  be  significantly  reduced,  and  a  portion  of 
the  land  will  be  deeded  to  the  Conservation  Commission.  An  application  for 
a  15  lot  Preliminary  Plan,  Sam  Tilden  Farm,  was  also  approved. 

Six  Public  Hearings  were  held  on  Flood  Plain  Special  Permit  applica¬ 
tions.  Eight  accessory  dwellings  were  approved,  including  four  in  the 
Business  District  in  Scituate  Harbor  and  one  in  Greenbush  village.  Site  Plans 
were  approved  for  a  Self-Storage  Facility  at  60  Country  Way;  the  Front  St. 
Shell  Station;  and  a  Common  Driveway  at  396  First  Parish  Rd.  Four  Site  Plan 
Waivers  were  approved,  with  several  requiring  more  than  one  meeting  before 
the  Planning  Board.  After  several  meetings,  new  signs  were  approved  for  the 
Dunkin  Donuts  on  the  Driftway  and  the  Shell  Station.  Sixteen  Form  A  plans 
were  endorsed. 

In  November,  Kathleen  Brandow  resigned  from  the  Planning  Board  to 
move  to  New  Jersey.  Charles  Fagan  was  appointed  to  her  vacant  seat  by  a  joint 
vote  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Planning  Board. 
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The  Planning  Board  office  continued  to  serve  the  public  by  answering 
questions  and  providing  information  to  town  residents  and  others  throughout 
the  year.  The  Subdivision  Rules  and  Regulations  and  a  variety  of  forms  can 
be  found  on  the  town’s  web  site  to  allow  them  to  be  read  and  downloaded 
quickly.

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HOUSING  PARTNERSHIP 


The  Housing  Partnership  is  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  charged  with  the  mission  of  investigating  possibilities  for  the 
creation  of  affordable  housing  in  the  Town  of  Scituate.  Through  action  of 
Special  Town  Meeting,  the  Partnership  received  funds  from  the  Community 
Preservation  Act  for  technical  services  and  a  set  aside  for  future  purchase  of 
land  for  affordable  housing.  The  Partnership  will  be  using  a  portion  of  the 
technical  services  funds  for  a  housing  survey,  which  is  expected  to  be  under¬ 
way  in  the  beginning  of  2004.  We  also  contracted  to  develop  a  bylaw  for 
affordable  accessory  dwellings,  which  will  be  presented  to  Town  Meeting  in 
March,  2004.  Additional  initiatives,  including  developing  a  Rental  Assistance 
Fund  and  creating  40B  Guidelines,  will  be  explored  throughout  2004. 

The  Partnership  met  with  representatives  of  South  Shore  Housing  to 
begin  to  identify  a  desired  approach  to  construction  of  new  affordable  hous¬ 
ing.  In  addition,  we  provided  input  to  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  on 
Comprehensive  Permit  applications  for  the  Autumn  Woods,  Whitcomb  Pines 
and  Oceanside  Village  proposals. 

In  November,  we  were  sorry  to  see  a  dedicated  member,  Kathleen 
Brandow,  leave  due  to  relocation  to  New  Jersey  with  her  family.  We  are 
presently  seeking  a  new  member  interested  and  experienced  in  the  issues  of 
affordable  housing,  to  complete  our  committee.

There  is  also  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  houses  and  land,  and  requests  to 
research  deeds  and  boundaries  are  becoming  far  more  frequent 

We  realized  our  last  year’s  goal,  when  we  were  awarded  a  Technology 
Fund-Public  Access  Grant  for  $1899.00,  by  the  Scituate  Cable  Committee  for 
the  purchase  of  a  notebook  computer.  This  will  make  our  research  and  data 
entry  much  easier,  more  accurate,  and  enable  us  to  research  and  enter  data  off 
site. 


Our  goals  for  2004  include  the  publication  of  a  collection  of  World  War 
II  letters,  in  conjunction  with  our  support  organization,  Preservation  of 
Scituate ’s  Heritage,  Inc.,  the  interviewing  and  videotaping  of  all  Scituate’s 
surviving  veterans,  and  the  design  and  implementation  of  a  new  and  user 
friendly  web  page. 

Once  again  none  of  this  would  be  possible  without  the  dedicated  volun¬ 
teers  who  staff  and  research  at  the  Archives.  I  have  never  met  a  more  dedicat¬ 
ed  and  enjoyable  group  of  men  and  women. 

Remember  The  Archives  is  the  repository  of  all  Scituate’s  permanent 
records.  We  are  open  Wednesdays  from  10-4.  We  would  love  to  have  you  drop 
by  and  see  just  what  a  treasure  you  have  right  in  the  basement  of  Town  Hall.

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CAPITAL  PLANNING  COMMITTEE 


The  Capital  Planning  Committee  is  made  up  of  four  citizens,  appointed 
by  the  Town  Moderator,  one  of  whom  is  a  member  of  the  Advisory  Committee. 
The  Town  Administrator  is  the  fifth  voting  member  of  this  committee.  The 
committee  performs  an  advisory  role  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  com¬ 
mittee  collects  information  about  prospective  projects  meeting  the  criteria  of 
Capital  Spending  from  each  Town  department  and  then  makes  recommenda¬ 
tions  to  Selectmen. 

Significant  in  this  year’s  recommendations  are: 

•  the  commencement  of  a  series  of  required  investments  into  the 
school  buildings; 

•  A  group  of  projects  focused  on  the  Town’s  need  to  explore  future 
sources  of  water; 

•  a  new  scale  and  handling  area  for  bulky  waste  at  the  Transfer  Station 
to  appropriately  charge  for  the  handling  of  this  type  of  trash  and  to 
generate  additional  revenue  for  the  Town. 

Attached  is  a  spreadsheet,  organized  by  department,  showing  this  fiscal 
years’  proposed  expenditures  noting  the  expected  sources  of  funding,  along 
with  projects  being  considered  for  the  next  five  years.

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COMMUNITY  PRESERVATION  COMMITTEE 


The  Community  Preservation  Act  was  adopted  by  Scituate  voters  at  the 
2002  Annual  Election  in  March.  A  three  percent  surcharge  is  assessed  on  all 
property  tax  bills  with  certain  exemptions.  Funds  collected  under  the  sur¬ 
charge  must  be  expended  for  certain  purposes;  generally,  the  allowed  uses  are 
the  acquisition,  preservation,  restoration  or  creation  of  open  space,  historical 
purposes,  lands  for  recreational  purposes  and  community  housing. 

Under  the  Act  a  Community  Preservation  Committee  has  been  estab¬ 
lished  to  make  recommendations  for  the  use  of  the  funds.  The  nine-member 
committee  is  made  up  of  four  at  large  members  appointed  by  the  Selectmen 
and  five  Town  board  members  (Planning  Board,  Conservation  Commission, 
Housing  Authority,  Recreation  Committee  and  Historical  Society). 

At  Special  Town  Meeting  of  2003  voters  approved  nine  Articles  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  Community  Preservation  Committee  consisting  of  two  major 
land  purchases  protecting  Scituate’s  water  supply,  both  in  the  West  End,  four 
Historical  articles:  1.  To  restore  and  install  the  Lawson  Tower  bells,  2:  A 
Burial  site  survey  of  existing  sites  in  Scituate  to  aid  with  future  Historic 
Grants,  3:  The  Fish  ladder  restoration  in  North  Scituate,  and  4:  Work  on  the 
Cudworth  bam  and  pound.  A  feasibility  study  to  assess  the  use  of  walking 
trails  in  and  around  the  rail  line  was  approved.  Funds  where  set  aside  for 
Community  housing  and  Recreation  fields  both  for  future  use. 

By  October  15th,  the  Committee  received  fifteen  applications.  Each 
application  was  thoroughly  reviewed  with  the  applicant  and,  in  some  cases, 
with  the  assistance  of  Town  Counsel. 

State  matching  funds  have  been  100%  the  last  two  years. 

The  Committee  must  make  recommendations  to  Town  Meeting  for 
approval.  The  Committee  sponsors  all  Town  Meeting  articles.  Successful  ini¬ 
tiatives  require  a  positive  recommendation  from  the  Committee  as  well  as  a 
favorable  vote  of  Town  Meeting. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  thank  Town  Administrator  Richard  Agnew  and 
Town  Accountant  Mary  Gallagher  for  their  assistance  during  the  past  year. 
Also  special  thanks  is  due  to  former  members  Allen  Mayberry-Greenberg, 
Elinor  Foley,  Kathleen  Brandow,  Diane  Sanford  and  former  Chair  Susan 
Phippen  for  their  time,  dedication  and  hard  work.  Also  Claire  McDonough 
deserves  accolades  for  performing  the  secretarial  tasks  related  to  the 
Committee. 

The  Committee  looks  forward  to  completing  its  tasks  in  the  upcoming 
year.

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HARBORMASTER 


Elmer  E.  Pooler  retired  as  Scituate  Harbormaster  in  2003.  Mr.  Pooler 
served  Scituate  as  Harbormaster  for  fourteen  years  and  was  Assistant 
Harbormaster  for  the  previous  twenty  years.  He  earned  the  respect  of  all  the 
recreational  and  commercial  boaters  in  the  Scituate  Waterways.  He  accom¬ 
plished  this  by  his  tireless  efforts  to  insure  boating  safety  and  compliance  with 
Federal,  State  and  Local  laws.  The  Harbormaster  staff  trained  under  his  com¬ 
mand  reflects  his  professionalism  and  attention  to  detail.  We  all  wish  him  the 
best  in  his  well-deserved  retirement. 

The  past  year  was  an  active  one  for  the  Scituate  Harbormaster  Office. 
Fortunately,  we  had  no  deaths,  no  serious  injuries  and  only  one  significant 
storm.  The  storm  occurred  on  the  weekend  of  6  December  2003.  Fortunately, 
nearly  all  of  the  recreational  boats  had  been  hauled  for  the  winter.  Three  of  the 
remaining  sailing  vessels  were  extensively  damaged. 

The  Harbormaster’s  Office  initiated  a  cross-training  program,  which 
included  classes  on  First  Aid,  CPR,  Safety,  Law  Enforcement,  and  Mutual 
Aid.  Attending  these  classes  were  the  Scituate  Harbormaster  Staff,  the 
Scituate  Fire  Department,  EMT’s,  the  U.S.  Coast  Guard,  the  Massachusetts 
Environmental  Police  and  the  Marshfield  Harbormaster  Staff.  Training  class¬ 
es  will  be  continued  on  an  annual  basis. 

In  August  2003,  Unit  III  lost  its’  engine  when  one  of  its  piston  rods 
punched  a  two  inch  hole  in  the  block.  The  engine  was  damaged  beyond  repair. 
Fortunately,  we  later  won  a  competitive  grant  for  $4,371.00  from  the 
Massachusetts  Office  of  Coastal  Zone  Management  to  be  used  toward  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  an  environmentally  friendly  outboard  engine.  We  have  completed  the 
purchase  and  installation  of  a  225HP  Mercury  Optimax  for  Unit  III.  The  boat 
is  now  ready  for  operation. 

Also  during  this  year  the  Harbormaster  and  nine  Assistant  Harbormasters 
were  trained  and  designated  Assistant  Shellfish  Constables.  The  fact  that 
Scituate ’s  clam-flats  are  closed  does  not  eliminate  the  need  to  patrol  the  flats 
to  prevent  illegal  clamming.  The  additional  Assistant  Shellfish  Constables 
will  greatly  expand  the  Scituate  Shellfish  Constable’s  ability  to  patrol  all  of 
Scituate’s  clam-flats  with  no  additional  cost  to  the  Town. 

In  fiscal  year  2003,  the  Harbormaster’s  Office  collected  fees  of 
$521,820.30  and  had  expenditures  of  $380,305.97.  Surplus  funds  are  used  for 
capital  expenditures  such  as  the  dredging  activity  in  Scituate  Harbor  and  the 
South  River. 
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Finally,  I  want  to  thank  my  entire  staff  for  the  professionalism  they 
demonstrated  during  the  past  year.  Their  efforts  made  boating  in  the  Scituate 
Waterways  a  safe  and  enjoyable  experience  for  everyone.

In  2003  the  Scituate  Animal  Shelter  continued  its  mission  of  caring  for 
and  finding  homes  for  stray  and  abandoned  animals.

With  the  help  of  over  50  volunteers,  the  shelter  cares  for  an  average  of  50 
cats  and  16  dogs  on  a  daily  basis.

Their  support  has 
enabled  us  to  not  only  provide  veterinary  care  for  thousands  of  animals  but 
has  also  made  it  possible  to  construct  outdoor  kennels,  renovate  our  kitchen 
and  provide  Town  of  Scituate  residents  with  a  low  cost  spay  and  neuter  pro¬ 
gram.

ANIMAL  CONTROL  BOARD

sory  board  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

There  was  little  activity  during  the  year  2003.  Current  members  Nilah 
MacDonald,  Jane  Granstrom,  Cynthia  Hazen  and  Diane  Tosi  have  met  as 
needed  during  the  past  year.  The  entire  board  is  grateful  to  outgoing  member. 
Sue  D’Arcangelo.  Mrs.  D’Arcangelo’s  tenure  on  the  Animal  Control  Board 
brought  many  difficult  dog  bite  hearings,  and  she  negotiated  the  hearings  with 
great  patience,  professionalism  and  compassion.  During  her  chairmanship 
through  March,  she  prepared  a  handbook  for  members  which  will  be  of  enor¬ 
mous  value  to  new  and  continuing  members. 

The  Animal  Control  Board  welcomes  associate  members  Arthur  Brown 
and  Kate  Feeney.  Both  individuals  have  demonstrated  their  interest  in  animal 
control  issues  in  the  past,  and  we  welcome  their  participation. 

The  Board  reminds  residents  that  rabies  is  present  in  the  region,  and  vac¬ 
cinations  for  the  virus  is  mandatory  for  animals  kept  within  the  Town. 
Compliance  with  the  rabies  requirement  will  ensure  the  safety  of  all  residents.

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SHELLFISH  DEPARTMENT 


Once  again  clamming  in  Scituate  has  had  a  very  limited  season.  Our  soft- 
shell  clam  resource  has  remained  on  the  flats  of  the  North  River,  unfortunate¬ 
ly  these  have  been  closed  for  most  of  the  year  due  to  pollution  from  rainwa¬ 
ter  runoff.  These  clam  beds  are  only  opened  seasonally  from  Dec.  1  st  to  April 
30th.  The  amount  of  rain  and  snow  we  received  in  late  November  and  early 
December  have  led  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Marine  Fisheries  to  keep 
the  beds  closed  until  the  fecal  coliform  counts  return  to  acceptable  levels.  As 
of  January  1st  these  beds  were  still  closed. 

When  the  flats  do  open,  licenses  can  be  obtained  from  the  Town  Clerk’s 
office.  Interested  clammers  should  check  with  the  Town  Clerk’s  office  to  see 
when  these  flats  will  be  re-opened.

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WATERWAYS  COMMISSION 


The  Waterways  Commission  held  regular  meetings  the  first  Monday  of 
each  month.  The  Commission  acts  as  advisors  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and 
provides  a  forum  for  all  residents  interested  in  Scituate’s  harbor  and  rivers. 

In  2003  Commission  activity  centered  on  the  following  projects: 

•  Dredging  of  the  Federal  project  areas 

•  Dredging  of  South  River 

•  Harbor  and  Marina  Fee 

•  Expanded  Harbor  Mooring  Field 

•  Jericho  Road  and  Cole  Parkway  Ramp. 

In  early  2003  Frank  Regan  was  appointed  Harbormaster.  The 
Commission  welcomes  Harbormaster  Regan  and  pledges  its  support. 

Following  years  of  loyal  service  Harbormaster  Elmer  Pooler  retired. 
Elmer’s  dedication  to  Scituate’s  waterways  and  his  deep  caring  for  the  welfare 
of  everyone  who  used  them  was  unmatched.  His  service  as  Assistant 
Harbormaster  and  Harbormaster  spanned  years  in  which  Scituate  grew  to  a 
bustling  and  first  class  port.  Over  that  time  Elmer  became  a  respected  institu¬ 
tion  and  his  numerous  accomplishments  and  contributions  will  be  his  legacy. 
The  Waterways  Commission  is  indebted  to  him  for  his  support. 

Dredging 

The  federal  project  to  dredge  the  Harbor  was  completed  and  mooring 
returned  for  the  2003  boating  season.  The  Waterways  Commission  is  grateful 
to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  state  and  federal  officials,  the  Harbormaster,  and 
to  the  boaters,  all  of  who  made  sacrifices  to  get  the  job  done. 

Dredging  of  the  South  River  began  in  December  after  a  challenging  per¬ 
mitting  process. 

Unlike  dredging  of  the  Harbor,  material  removed  from  the  South  River 
will  be  disposed  of  near  the  shoreline  along  Humarock  Beach.  The  fine,  sandy 
material  will  nourish  and  replace  beach  sand  as  tides  eventually  wash  the 
material  on  the  shore.  Dredging  is  expected  to  begin  next  summer. 

The  Commission  received  approval  to  proceed  with  planning  to  mainte¬ 
nance  dredge  the  mouth  of  the  South  River.  This  area  was  dredged  several 
years  ago  but  due  to  rapid  currents  and  tides  navigable  depths  are  filling  in 
quickly.  This  entrance  to  the  South  River  can  be  treacherous  because  it  is 
extremely  narrow,  generating  swift  currents. 

The  project  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  in  February,  but  with  the  weath¬ 
er  extremes  so  far,  this  timeframe  may  not  be  achievable. 
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Harbor  and  Marina  Fees 

Harbormaster  Reagan  submitted  a  new  schedule  of  fees  to  the  Selectmen. 
Included  are  marina  slip  fees,  mooring  fees  and  user  fees.  Additional  new  fees 
were  proposed  for  dinghies,  dockage  at  Town  Pier,  loading  and  unloading  at 
town  pier  and  truck  access. 

The  new  fees  will  charge  non-residents  a  higher  rate  than  Scituate  resi¬ 
dents. 

Besides  these  fees  boat  excise  taxes  generate  a  modest  additional  amount 
for  the  Enterprise  Fund.  Together  these  fees  support  all  activities  related  to 
keeping  Scituate’s  harbor  and  rivers,  and  facilities  operating  as  a  first  class 
service.  No  funds  are  received  from  the  Town. 

Expanded  Harbor  Mooring  field 

Anyone  who  has  sought  a  mooring  permit  knows  that  the  waiting  list  is 
not  months  but  years.  For  some,  many  years.  This  is  the  situation  in  most 
towns  along  the  south  shore.  There  is  an  extreme  shortage  of  mooring  and  the 
number  that  become  available  each  year  are  minimal. 

The  Waterways  Commission  prepared  a  proposal  for  consideration  by  the 
Selectmen  to  explore  the  feasibility  of  expanding  the  existing  mooring  fields. 
If  accepted  by  the  Selectmen,  funds  for  the  study  will  be  submitted  for 
approval  at  the  special  Town  Meeting  in  2004. 

Assuming  a  favorable  outcome  of  the  study  it  will  likely  be  several  years 
before  additional  mooring  would  be  available. 

In  conjunction  with  this  project  the  Commission  will  again  submit  a  war¬ 
rant  to  the  special  Town  Meeting  to  approve  the  first  steps  in  planning  for  the 
dredging  of  the  inner  harbor.  This  area  of  town  owned  land  would  be  the  final 
phase  of  dredging  in  the  harbor.  Like  other  areas  it  has  not  been  dredged  in 
decades  and  is  badly  in  need  of  maintenance. 

Jericho  Road  and  Cole  Parkway  Ramp 

Cole  Parkway  ramp  has  been  in  need  of  repair  for  some  time  and  follow¬ 
ing  approval  on  funding  in  2003,  this  work  should  begin  in  early  2004. 

Repairs  to  the  landing  at  Jericho  Road  continue  in  the  planning  stage. 
Because  this  project  will  be  largely  paid  for  by  the  State,  timing  is  still  not  set. 

2004 

The  Commission  looks  forward  to  a  very  busy  2004.  In  addition  to  the 
projects  mentioned  it  is  working  with  the  Harbormaster  on  the  five-year  cap¬ 
ital  plan.  This  process  is  a  critical  tool  in  forecasting  the  needs  of  the  water¬ 
ways.  It  is  also  a  fiscal  discipline  that  the  State  encourages,  and  gives  consid- 
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eration  to  when  deciding  which  towns  receive  funding.  Over  the  next  planning 
period  projects  such  as  the  planned  upgrade  to  docks  at  the  town  marina,  new 
dredging  initiative,  expanded  mooring  availability  and  other  vital  need  have  to 
be  anticipated  so  that  there  is  assurance  that  the  Enterprise  Fund  can  support 
implementation. 

The  harbor  and  rivers  of  Scituate  are  its  principal  resource.  They  are  frag¬ 
ile,  and  require  the  care  of  all  residents  and  users.  The  Waterways 
Commission  encourages  residents  to  participate  in  supporting  the  town’s  most 
important  asset.

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PLYMOUTH  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 


The  Commissioners  of  the  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Project 
are  pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  of  our  activities  during  2003. 

The  Project  is  a  special  district  created  by  the  State  Legislature  in  1957, 
and  is  now  composed  of  all  Plymouth  County  towns,  the  City  of  Brockton, 
and  the  Town  of  Cohasset  in  Norfolk  County.  The  Project  is  a  regional 
response  to  a  regional  problem,  and  provides  a  way  of  organizing  specialized 
equipment,  specially  trained  employees,  and  mosquito  control  professionals 
into  a  single  agency  with  a  broad  geographical  area  of  responsibility. 

The  2003  season  began  with  an  above  normal  water  table  which  produced 
large  numbers  of  spring  and  summer  brood  mosquitoes  throughout  the 
County.  Efforts  were  directed  at  larval  mosquitoes  starting  with  the  spring 
brood.  Ground  and  aerial  larviciding  was  accomplished  using  B.t.i.,  an  envi¬ 
ronmentally  selective  bacterial  agent.  Upon  emergence  of  the  spring  brood  of 
mosquitoes,  ultra-low  volume  adulticiding  began.  The  Project  responded  to 
11,  130  requests  for  service,  the  largest  number  since  1998. 

We  are  again  happy  to  report  that  in  2003  there  were  no  human  Eastern 
Equine  Encephalitis  or  West  Nile  Virus  cases  in  Plymouth  County.  The  recur¬ 
ring  problem  of  EEE  and  WNV  to  the  northeast  continues  to  ensure  coopera¬ 
tion  between  this  Project  and  the  Department  of  Public  Health. 

West  Nile  Virus  decreased  during  2003  with  15  human  cases  statewide. 
Two  horse  cases  occurred  in  Plymouth  County  during  2003,  Rochester  (EEE- 
9/27)  and  Plympton  (WNV  -  10/6).  In  2003,  18  birds  tested  positive  for  WNV. 
To  ascertain  the  risk  to  human  health  and  horses,  this  Project  continued  plac¬ 
ing  mosquito  traps  in  known  infected  areas  from  the  year  prior.  The  mosqui¬ 
toes  collected  were  tested  at  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health 
for  EEE  and  WNV.  WNV  was  isolated  from  Culex  species  collected  in 
Brockton  (9/3  and  9/11).  EEE  virus  was  first  isolated  from  Culiseta  melanu- 
ra,  a  bird  biting  species,  from  collections  in  Halifax  on  August  26,  2003.  Five 
additional  EEE  isolates  were  collected  from  a  Project  New  Jersey  Trap  (8/18, 
9/9,  9/16,  and  two  isolates  on  9/23)  in  Pembroke.  In  an  effort  to  keep  the  pub¬ 
lic  informed,  EEE  and  WNV  activity  updates  are  regularly  posted  on  our  web 
site,  www.plymouthmosqui to . com  and  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Health  at  www. state.ma. us/dph/wnv/ wnvl  .htm. 

The  figures  specific  to  the  Town  of  Scituate  are  given  below.  While  mos¬ 
quitoes  do  not  respect  town  lines  the  information  given  below  does  provide  a 
tally  of  the  activities  which  have  had  the  greatest  impact  on  the  health  and 
comfort  of  Scituate  residents. 

Insecticide  Application.  6,212  acres  were  treated  using  truck  mounted 
sprayers  for  control  of  adult  mosquitoes.  More  than  one  application  was  made 
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to  the  same  site  if  mosquitoes  reinvaded  the  area.  The  first  treatments  were 
made  in  June  and  the  last  in  September. 

In  cooperation  with  this  Project  supplying  insecticide,  Scituate  town 
employees  treated  2,456  catch  basins  to  prevent  the  emergence  of  Culex  pip- 
iens,  a  known  mosquito  vector  in  West  Nile  Virus  transmission. 

Aerial  Application.  Larviciding  woodland  swamps  by  helicopter  before 
the  leaves  come  out  on  the  trees  continues  to  be  very  effective.  In  Scituate  this 
year  we  aerially  larvicided  352  acres. 

Our  greatest  effort  has  been  targeted  at  mosquitoes  in  the  larval  stage, 
which  can  be  found  in  woodland  pools,  swamps,  marshes  and  other  standing 
water  areas.  Inspectors  continually  gather  data  on  these  sites  and  treat  with 
highly  specific  larvicides  when  immature  mosquitoes  are  present. 

Water  Management.  During  2003  crews  removed  blockages,  brush  and 
other  obstructions  from  175  linear  feet  of  ditches  and  streams  to  prevent  over¬ 
flows  or  stagnation  that  can  result  in  mosquito  breeding.  This  work,  together 
with  machine  reclamation,  is  most  often  carried  out  in  the  fall  and  winter. 

Machine  Reclamation.  4,575  linear  feet  of  upland  and  saltmarsh  ditch 
was  reconstructed  in  Scituate  using  one  of  the  Project’s  track  driven  excava¬ 
tors. 


Finally,  we  have  been  tracking  response  time,  that  is  the  time  between 
notice  of  a  mosquito  problem  and  response  by  one  of  our  inspectors.  The  com¬ 
plaint  response  time  in  the  Town  of  Scituate  was  less  than  two  days  with  more 
than  637  complaints  answered. 

Mosquito  Survey.  A  systematic  sampling  for  the  mosquitoes  in  Scituate 
indicates  that  Coquillettidia  perturbans  was  the  most  abundant  species.  Other 
important  species  collected  include  Culex  species  and  Aedes  vexans. 

We  encourage  citizens  or  municipal  officials  to  call  our  office  for  infor¬ 
mation  about  mosquitoes,  mosquito-borne  diseases,  control  practices,  or  any 
other  matters  of  concern.

GENERAL: 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  is  a  service  organization  responsible  for 
providing  essential  public  works  infrastructure  support  services  for  the  citi¬ 
zens  of  Scituate.  Services  provided  by  this  department  include  the  engineer¬ 
ing  design,  construction,  maintenance  and  repair  of  streets,  sidewalks,  sewer, 
water  and  storm  drainage  systems;  surveying  and  mapping;  maintenance  and 
repair  of  vehicles  and  equipment;  maintenance  of  parks,  cemeteries,  athletic 
fields,  beaches,  public  buildings  and  off-street  parking  facilities;  public  refuse 
collection  and  disposal;  snow  plowing  and  ice  control;  administration  of  con¬ 
struction  contracts;  review  of  subdivision  projects;  inspection  of  construction 
projects  and  the  operation  of  the  Sewer  and  Water  Treatment  Plants  and 
Transfer  Station. 

ORGANIZATION: 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  is  organized  into  five  divisions,  each 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  a  division  supervisor  and  the  overall  direction 
of  the  Director  of  Public  Works.

MAJOR  ACCOMPLISHMENTS: 

In  addition  to  providing  routine  maintenance,  service  and  plant  opera¬ 
tions,  many  major  projects  and  programs  were  also  completed  by  the  DPW  or 
under  the  direction  of  the  DPW  during  the  past  year. 

•  Started  construction  of  Wastewater  Collection  System  for  the 
Greenbush  Business  District,  Stockbridge  Road,  Country  Way  and  Satuit  Trail 
areas  of  town. 
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•  Completed  the  third  phase  of  Sanitary  Sewer  System  Rehabilitation 
with  the  lining  of  13,000  ft  of  sewer  mains. 

•  Started  the  Reconstruction  of  Seawall  &  Stone  Revetment  along  por¬ 
tions  of  Glades  Road  at  North  Scituate  Beach. 

•  Assisted  the  U.S.  Army  Corp.  of  Engineers  with  the  rebuilding  of  the 
Harbor  Jetties. 

•  Completed  the  engineering  design  and  permitting  for  the  Wastewater 
Collection  System  for  the  First,  Second  and  Third  Cliff  areas  of  town. 

•  Completed  the  engineering  design  for  rehabilitation  of  heating  sys¬ 
tem  at  the  Police  Station. 

•  Distributed  water  conservation  kits  to  consumers. 

•  Started  construction  of  the  water  treatment  facility  at  wells  #19  and 
#22.  This  facility  will  remove  volatile  organic  chemicals  from  the  wells. 

•  Started  reconstruction  of  wells  #10  and  #1 1  in  order  to  return  both 
wells  to  full  service. 

•  Pumped  and  treated  601  million  gallons  of  potable  water.  151  million 
gallons  of  water  was  treated  and  processed  through  the  Old  Oaken  Bucket 
Water  Filtration  Facility  and  450  million  gallons  of  water  was  processed 
through  the  five  treatment  wells. 

•  Completed  Phase  One  of  the  water  main  cleaning  and  lining  project. 

•  Purchased  57  million  gallons  of  water  from  the  Town  of  Marshfield 
to  supply  the  residents  of  Humarock. 

•  Delivered  an  average  of  79  gallons  of  water  per  day  per  resident  for 
domestic  usage. 

•  Continued  water  quality  sampling  and  analysis  to  ensure  a  safe 
potable  water  supply.  The  testing  program  includes  over  10,000  tests. 

•  Continued  the  Annual  Water  Supply  Cross  Connection  Prevention 
and  Inspection  Programs. 

•  Continued  the  water  main  flushing  program  throughout  the  system. 

•  Conducted  leak  detection  within  35%  of  the  distribution  system. 

•  Continued  the  fire  fighting  hydrant  maintenance  program. 

•  Repaired  106  water  transmission  main  and  service  line  leaks. 

•  Responded  to  322  calls  from  consumers  requiring  emergency  service. 
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•  Responded  to  2475  non-emergency  service  calls. 

•  Encouraged  conservation  of  the  water  supply  via  public  and  bill 
notices. 

•  Encouraged  water  resource  protection  via  public  notices  and  bill 
notices. 

•  Delivered  to  consumers  the  annual  Consumer  Confidence  Report, 
which  detailed  the  measured  water  quality  and  outlined  the  water  system 
infrastructure. 

•  Treated  and  processed  473.4  million  gallons  of  wastewater  and  3.15 
million  gallons  of  septage  waste. 

•  Removed  over  1400  wet  tons  of  processed  sludge  filter  cake  from  the 
Wastewater  Treatment  Plant. 

•  Conducted  comprehensive  technical  review  of  three  (3)  definitive 
subdivision  plans  for  the  Planning  Board  and  provided  site  inspection  servic¬ 
es  for  five  subdivisions. 

•  Conducted  technical  and  content  review  for  the  Planning  Board  for 
(15)  Special  Permits,  (3)  Site  Plans  and  (16)  Form  A  Plans. 

•  Processed  3800  tons  of  municipal  waste,  1740  tons  of  bulky  waste 
and  2400  tons  of  leaves  and  brush  at  the  Transfer  Station. 

•  Recycled  1070  tons  of  mixed  paper  and  cardboard,  113  tons  of  scrap 
metal,  500  tons  of  commingled  plastics,  cans  and  bottles,  55  tons  of  white 
goods,  500  gallons  of  waste  oil,  1400  tires,  800  propane  tanks,  1274  units  of 
computer  monitors,  computers  and  television  sets,  15  drums  of  used  oil  filters, 
420  gallons  of  used  anti-freeze  and  9000  fluorescent  lamps.  This  recycling 
effort  by  the  citizens  of  Scituate  represents  a  45%  recycling  of  all  refuse 
received  at  our  Transfer  Station  for  a  one  year  period. 

•  Provided  maintenance  resurfacing  of  18,000  square  yards  of  road¬ 
ways  and  graded  8  miles  of  gravel  roads  in  Scituate  and  Humarock. 

•  Repaired  39  catch  basins,  constructed  15  new  basins  and  installed 
1300  feet  of  new  storm  drainage  pipe. 

•  Cleaned  2000  catch  basins  and  32  culverts. 

•  Completed  infra  red  patching  of  1000  sy  of  trenches. 

•  Replaced  49  street  signs,  and  painted  6300  lineal  feet  of  traffic  and 
parking  lines. 

•  Removed  storm  overwash  from  Town  Way  Extension,  Oceanside 
Drive,  Surfside  Road,  Central  Ave.  and  Lighthouse  Point. 
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•  Removed  over  100  dead  trees  and  planted  35  new  trees  throughout 
the  town. 


•  Replaced  two  traffic  lights  and  one  school  zone  light. 

•  Completed  preliminary  plans  for  the  new  Jericho  Road  ocean  outfall 
project. 

•  Completed  base  maps  for  Phase  II  Stormwater  Management  Plan.

•  Conducted  technical  review  of  MBTA  design  plans  for  the 
Greenbush  rail  line. 

•  Continued  gas  monitoring  at  the  closed  Sanitary  Landfill  to  monitor 
gas  flow  as  required  by  DEP. 

•  Continued  ground  water  monitoring  at  the  closed  Sanitary  Landfill 
required  by  DEP  for  closed  landfill  monitoring. 

•  Prepared  a  $  7  million  Annual  Operating  and  three  Enterprise  Fund 
Budgets  for  Fiscal  year  2005  and  updated  the  ten  year  DPW  Capital 
Improvement  Plan.

In  this  capacity,  the  committee  serves  to 
provide  comment  and  recommendation  on  a  wide  range  of  traffic-related 
issues.  Committee  meetings  are  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  the  month. 
Additional  meetings  and  site  visits  are  scheduled  when  required. 

Part  of  our  work  each  year  is  the  review  of  plans  submitted  to  us  by  the 
Planning  Board  for  comment  and  recommendation.  This  year,  too,  we 
reviewed  numerous  plans  with  regard  to  various,  essential  traffic  safety 
aspects,  such  as  adequate  access  and  egress  room  for  emergency  vehicles. 

We  continue  to  work  with  the  Police  Department  in  order  to  address  a 
variety  of  traffic  matters  related  to  public  safety.  The  opening  of  the  Jenkins 
School  was  one  of  the  safety  issues  that  concerned  the  committee  this  year.  As 
our  town  has  grown,  we  have  received  more  requests  from  residents  to  review 
issues  such  as  traffic  movement  through  Scituate’s  neighborhoods,  vehicular 
speeding,  pedestrian  safety,  and  signage.

Override  passage,  opening  of  Jenkins  School,  completed  renovation  of 
the  High  School,  retention  of  Mark  Mason  as  Superintendent  were  all  high¬ 
lights  of  the  year  2003.  None  of  these  things  would  have  been  possible  with¬ 
out  the  dedicated  commitment  by  the  taxpayers  of  the  Town,  who  showed  that 
even  in  difficult  times,  the  welfare  of  the  children  of  Scituate  remains  our 
greatest  concern. 


We  are  fortunate  to  live  in  a  town  whose  citizens  put  their  hard  earned 
dollars  to  work  helping  build  our  children’s’  future.  We  are  also  fortunate  to 
have  dedicated  and  professional  administrators,  teachers  and  support  staff 
who  share  our  goals  for  our  children.  We  appreciate  our  Selectmen,  Advisory 
Board,  Fire  Departments  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  who  show  each 
day  a  renewed  commitment  towards  our  common  goal.  Our  schools  could  not 
function  without  the  gifts  of  time  and  money  from  many,  many  people. 


Our  Superintendent’s  report  will  highlight  the  achievements  of  our  chil¬ 
dren.  What  a  great  reward  for  our  collective  love,  time,  dedication,  and  effort.

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SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


This  was  a  landmark  year  for  the  Scituate  Public  Schools.  We  faced  major 
obstacles,  unpredictable  changes,  and  potentially  disheartening  consequences. 
Yet  through  a  shared  resolve  and  commitment,  your  school  department  perse¬ 
vered  and  prevailed,  and  took  advantage  of  opportunities  to  grow  in  ways  not 
expected.  Rising  from  these  difficult  situations  was  a  renewed  strength  of 
vigor,  and  a  bond  of  camaraderie  and  purposefulness  by  your  school  commu¬ 
nity  toward  a  single  charge:  to  continue  to  deliver  the  highest  possible  educa¬ 
tional  product  by  the  most  efficient  means.  Students,  staff,  and  families  of  this 
great  community  proved  they  could  rise  above  the  turmoil  with  a  dedication 
to  solid  study,  continuous  growth,  and  earnest  accomplishment.  We  are 
pleased  to  report  that  the  Scituate  Public  School  District  is  a  better  place  to 
learn,  to  work,  and  to  support. 

Highlights  of  the  past  year  were  many  and  significant.  The  Jenkins 
School  was  opened  as  a  fourth  elementary  school  with  overwhelming  support 
from  the  citizenry  of  this  community.  As  a  result,  hundreds  of  students  in 
grades  one  through  six  were  successfully  redistricted  to  ensure  reasonable 
parity  in  classrooms  and  school  buildings.  Changes  in  school  administration 
and  on  school  governance  committees  added  fresh  perspectives  and  renewed 
vitality.  An  accountability  plan  was  proposed  and  executed  to  reconsider  and 
renew  curriculum  every  five  years.  The  high  school  renovation  was  complet¬ 
ed  and,  coincidentally,  awarded  its  accreditation  for  another  five  years. 
Contemporary  financial  and  human  resource  software  programs  were  imple¬ 
mented  so  that  vital  information  could  be  obtained  at  the  stroke  of  a  key.  The 
school  department  actively  supported  and  participated  on  a  town-wide  finan¬ 
cial  forecasting  committee  so  all  our  citizens  can  be  apprised  of  the  near¬ 
future  needs  of  its  departments.  A  computer  based  assessment  program  for 
students  was  implemented  this  year  allowing  teachers  and  administrators  the 
ability  to  track  students’  performance  over  years.  With  these  few  representa¬ 
tive  instances,  the  school  department  moved  forward  with  determination  and 
imagination. 

Yet,  while  we  moved  into  a  new  year,  into  a  new  century,  a  new  millen¬ 
nium,  we  will  never  forget  why  this  school  department  was  created:  to  provide 
an  education  for  all  the  young  people  of  our  community.  This  has  always  been 
the  mission  of  public  school  programs,  both  large  and  small,  across  the  nation. 
Our  primary  responsibility  is  to  create  real  opportunities  for  young  people  to 
prepare  for  a  life  of  personal  fulfillment,  active  citizenship,  and  economic 
independence.  Toward  this  end,  we  will  continue  with  the  attainment  of  our 
mission  while  being  ever-challenged  to  investigate  and  incorporate  more  effi¬ 
cient  and  more  effective  means  toward  the  end.  The  Scituate  Public  Schools 
will  be  an  organization  where  people  matter  and  ideas  count. 
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Curriculum 


With  the  opening  of  Jenkins  and  the  transition  of  sixth  grade  from  the 
Gates  Intermediate  School  to  the  four  elementary  schools,  many  opportunities 
for  curriculum  revision  and  professional  development  emerged  during  2003. 
Teachers  and  administrators  met  throughout  the  winter,  spring  and  summer  of 
2003  to  plan  the  transition.  A  particularly  exciting  partnership  that  emerged  at 
this  time  was  a  commitment  from  the  Scituate  Education  Alliance  (SEA),  the 
Scituate  Public  Schools,  and  local  business  partners  to  fund  the  participation 
of  twenty  Scituate  teachers  in  training  for  the  Open  Circle  social  competency 
curriculum.  This  research-based  K-5  curriculum,  which  is  in  use  in  scores  of 
districts  in  the  area,  was  developed  by  the  Stone  Center  at  Wellesley  College. 
The  implementation  of  the  Open  Circle  curriculum  at  all  four  elementary 
schools  has  helped  to  ensure  a  common  language  and  common  expectations 
for  building  a  supportive  culture  in  each  elementary  school  in  the  district. 

The  district  has  taken  significant  steps  to  review  its  curriculum  and  ensure 
alignment  with  the  standards  for  teaching  and  learning  established  by  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Education.  The  school  committee  adopted  a 
five-year  curriculum  review  cycle  in  2003.  This  curriculum  review  cycle  out¬ 
lines  a  five-year  roadmap  for  revising  the  district’s  curriculum  and  updating 
teaching  materials.  The  curriculum  review  cycle  lists  the  key  steps  that  need 
to  be  taken  every  year  to  assess  areas  of  need  and  monitor  newly  implement¬ 
ed  curricula. 

During  the  2003-2004  academic  year,  the  Scituate  Public  Schools  adopt¬ 
ed  a  new  PreK-12  mathematics  curriculum.  The  curriculum  is  closely  aligned 
to  the  state  curriculum  frameworks  for  mathematics  and  draws  heavily  from 
the  revised  standards  of  the  National  Council  of  Teachers  of  Math  (NCTM). 
New  mathematics  programs  were  introduced  at  various  grade  levels,  and 
extensive  training  was  provided  to  teachers  both  during  the  summer  and  the 
school  year.  During  the  summer  of  2004,  teachers  will  continue  this  revision 
work  by  drafting  a  new  History  and  Social  Science  curriculum. 

During  the  2003-2004  school  year,  K-12  vertical  integration  curriculum 
teams  have  continued  to  engage  teachers  and  administrators  from  throughout 
the  district  in  an  ongoing  review  of  districtwide  curricula  and  assessment 
results.  Teams  include  representatives  from  each  school  in  the  district,  along 
with  department  chairs,  building  principals,  and  the  assistant  superintendent 
for  curriculum,  instruction  and  staff  development.  The  teams  are  called  "ver¬ 
tical  integration  teams"  because  their  goal  is  to  focus  on  the  alignment  of  the 
curriculum  vertically  from  K-12  (in  addition  to  horizontal  alignment  within 
each  grade  level).  Teachers  will  now  be  cognizant  of  their  colleagues’  best 
practices. 

Last  summer,  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges 
(NEASC)  announced  that  it  voted  to  renew  the  accreditation  of  Scituate  High 
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School.  The  Commission  on  Public  Secondary  Schools,  one  of  several 
NEASC  commissions,  reviewed  the  five-year  progress  report  submitted  by 
Scituate  High  School  and  voted  to  accept  it  at  a  meeting  in  late  June.  In  its 
report,  the  Commission  cited  many  positive  changes  at  the  high  school, 
including  revising  curriculum  guides  and  course  overviews;  adopting  rubrics 
with  an  identified  level  of  successful  accomplishment  for  each  school-wide 
academic  expectation;  the  offering  of  professional  development  programs  in 
the  use  of  rubrics;  the  establishment  of  an  alternative  high  school  program  for 
at  risk  students,  and  the  work  that  a  school  restructuring  committee  conduct¬ 
ed  to  develop  plans  to  increase  learning  opportunities  for  all  students.  The 
Commission  on  Public  Secondary  Schools  commended  Scituate  for  meeting 
95%  of  the  recommendations  the  Commission  made  in  its  1998  evaluation 
report.  The  Commission  conducts  a  site  visit  to  each  accredited  public  high 
school  every  ten  years,  with  various  reports  and  updates  required  throughout 
each  ten-year  period.  The  next  NEASC  site  visit  to  evaluate  Scituate  High 
School  will  be  take  place  in  2008. 

The  district  continues  to  support  students  from  Boston  who  attend  the 
Scituate  Schools  through  our  participation  in  the  METCO  program.  Various 
professional  development  opportunities  have  been  provided  to  support  teach¬ 
ers  in  their  efforts  to  close  the  achievement  gap.  Through  a  curriculum  estab¬ 
lished  by  the  Anti-Defamation  League,  training  has  been  done  over  a  two-year 
period  for  both  students  and  teachers  on  how  to  choose  language  that  is  both 
racially  and  culturally  sensitive  when  speaking  with  others. 

Assessment 

With  the  passage  of  the  No  Child  Left  Behind  (NCL  B)  Act  of  2001,  we 
are  entering  into  a  new  era  of  accountability.  When  the  Massachusetts 
Education  Reform  Act  (MERA)  was  passed  in  1993,  it  was  hard  to  imagine 
the  scope  of  change  it  entailed:  curriculum  frameworks,  teacher  certification 
tests,  and  a  state  test  that  became  a  graduation  requirement  in  2003.  The  No 
Child  Left  Behind  Act  calls  for  even  more  testing  than  what  we  are  currently 
doing  with  the  MCAS;  moreover,  by  the  2013-2014  academic  year,  99%  of  all 
students  in  the  country  are  expected  to  be  at  the  proficiency  level  on  statewide 
assessments. 

Various  measures  will  be  put  into  place  during  the  coming  years  to  ensure 
that  all  districts  are  making  progress  in  raising  even  further  the  students’ 
achievement  scores.  Scituate  would  like  to  be  proactive  in  gathering  data  on 
our  students’  performance  to  ensure  that  we  are  on  track  to  meet  this  2014 
deadline.  To  this  end,  the  Scituate  Public  Schools  decided  to  implement  this 
year  the  Northwest  Evaluation  Association  (NWEA)  Measures  of  Academic 
Progress  (MAP)  test.  The  MAP  is  a  nationally-normed,  computer-adaptive 
test.  "Computer-adaptive"  means  that  this  test  is  given  on  a  computer,  and  the 
questions  adapt  to  students’  ability  levels  (i.e.,  the  questions  either  become 
more  difficult  or  easier  depending  on  students’  responses). 
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The  test,  which  has  three  parts  (reading,  math  and  language),  are  given  in 
the  fall  as  a  pre-assessment  and  again  in  the  spring  as  a  post-assessment.  It 
takes  about  an  hour  per  subject  to  complete  this  test.  The  results,  which  will 
be  available  within  twenty-four  hours,  provide  teachers  with  concrete  infor¬ 
mation  on  students’  abilities.  Materials  from  NWEA  are  also  provided  to  help 
teachers  tailor  curriculum  and  instruction  based  on  the  results  of  the  test. 
MAP  will  help  us  meet  NCLB  requirements;  but  more  importantly,  it  will  help 
to  ensure  that  we  are  doing  the  best  we  can  for  every  child  in  the  Scituate 
Public  Schools. 

Students  will  take  the  Measures  of  Academic  Progress  in  grades  three,  six 
and  eight,  both  in  the  fall  and  spring.  The  test  will  not  be  given  when  MCAS 
is  given,  and  the  MAP  test  is  not  meant  to  replace  MCAS.  Rather,  MAP  pro¬ 
vides  consistent,  longitudinal  data  over  time  that  allows  us  to  see  how  students 
are  progressing.  Eventually,  we  will  plan  to  increase  the  testing  to  include 
other  grade  levels.  Test  data  from  the  MAP  and  MCAS  is  helpful  in  measur¬ 
ing  the  growth  of  all  our  students. 

Professional  Development 

The  districtwide  Professional  Development  Council,  consisting  of  teach¬ 
ers  and  community  members  from  throughout  the  district,  continued  to  meet 
throughout  the  2003-2004  year.  The  Council  is  charged  with  the  task  of  plan¬ 
ning  professional  development  days  for  the  district,  which  were  held  on 
October  24,  2003  and  January  30,  2004.  The  fall  teacher  workshop  day 
involved  a  presentation  on  student  allergies  while  the  winter  workshop  day 
focused  on  changes  in  the  world  of  education  and  steps  that  Scituate  can  take 
to  tap  into  the  expertise  of  educational  reformers.  Tony  Wagner  from  the 
Change  Leadership  Group  at  Harvard  spoke  to  faculty  at  the  January  2004 
inservice  day. 

The  district  maintained  its  commitment  to  the  growth  and  development  of 
its  newest  teachers  through  an  induction  program.  The  induction  program  for 
new  teachers  includes  an  orientation  program,  along  with  a  support  team  for 
all  incoming  teachers,  comprised  of  a  mentor,  a  building  or  departmental 
administrator,  and  other  teachers  either  in  the  same  grade  level  or  same 
department.  As  a  result  of  the  Massachusetts  Education  Reform  Act  of  1993, 
along  with  changes  in  teacher  licensure  approved  in  2001,  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Education  mandates  that  all  school  districts  in  the 
Commonwealth  provide  an  induction  program,  along  with  documentation  of 
the  various  activities  involved  in  the  mentoring  process.  In  fulfillment  of  these 
statewide  requirements,  the  district  provided  release  time  for  mentor  teachers 
and  mentees  to  observe  one  another  and  discuss  the  teaching  and  learning 
process.  Mentor  coordinators  were  selected  to  develop  summer  training  ses¬ 
sions,  and  steps  were  taken  to  revise  the  district’s  comprehensive  induction 
manual.

Grants 

A  variety  of  both  federal  and  state  funds  provide  support  to  teachers 
throughout  the  Scituate  Public  Schools.  An  array  of  federal  funds  provide 
small  amounts  of  money  to  support  initiatives  such  as  mathematics  training 
and  new  teacher  mentoring.  Through  the  Academic  Support  Services  grant  of 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education,  the  school  department  receives 
funds  to  support  tutoring  both  during  the  school  year  and  during  the  summer 
for  students  who  are  at  risk  of  failing  the  MCAS  exam.  Federal  and  state 
grants  are  written  for  very  specific  professional  development  and  curriculum 
goals  within  the  district.  While  these  funds  are  an  important  means  to  support 
district  initiatives  for  teaching  and  learning,  there  is  very  little  flexibility  in 
using  these  funds  to  fulfill  the  various  other  financial  needs  that  may  arise  in 
the  district  during  a  typical  year.

It  should  be  noted  that  due  to  the  changing  characteristics  of  our  com¬ 
munity,  we  failed  to  qualify  for  $220,000  in  Title  I  funding.  This  money  had 
been  used  to  provide  support  services  for  low-achieving  students.  We  are 
presently  maintaining  reasonable  services  for  this  population  through  the  dis¬ 
trict’s  operating  budget. 

MCAS  Scores 

The  MCAS  exam  has  been  given  annually  as  part  of  the  Massachusetts 
Education  Reform  Act  since  1998.  Beginning  in  2003,  students  were  required 
to  pass  the  tenth  grade  MCAS  in  English  and  Math  in  order  to  graduate. 
Scituate  High  School  has  taken  several  steps  to  be  proactive  in  identifying  stu¬ 
dents  in  danger  of  performing  poorly  on  the  MCAS,  including  providing  one- 
on-one  tutoring  as  well  as  a  course  to  review  MCAS  skills.  Through  a  state 
grant,  the  district  ran  both  elementary  and  secondary  summer  school  pro¬ 
grams  to  provide  MCAS  support  to  students. 

Grade  seven  English  Language  Arts  scores  have  shown  steady  improve¬ 
ment  over  the  past  three  years.  The  numbers  of  students  scoring  in  the  cate¬ 
gories  of  Advanced  and  Proficient  in  eighth  grade  Mathematics  have 
increased  steadily  over  the  past  three  years.  While  51%  of  students  scored  at 
either  the  Advanced  or  Proficient  level  on  the  eighth  grade  Mathematics 
MCAS  in  2000-2001,  the  percentage  of  eight  grade  students  receiving  the 
same  scores  on  the  Math  MCAS  has  risen  to  72%  this  year. 

Cushing  Elementary  School  has  shown  consistent  growth  in  grade  three 
reading  and  grade  four  English/Language  Arts  over  the  past  three  years.  The 
percentage  of  Cushing  students  scoring  at  the  Advanced  level  on  the  grade 
four  ELA  has  increased  from  1 1%  in  2000-2001  to  25%  this  year. 

At  every  school  in  the  district,  Scituate  students  have  met  Adequate 
Yearly  Progress  (AYP)  for  2003.  The  district  has  met  AYP  in  previous  admin¬ 
istrations  of  the  MCAS  as  well.  Adequate  Yearly  Progress  is  a  progress  indi¬ 
cator  based  upon  No  Child  Left  Behind  (NCLB)  legislation,  along  with  edu¬ 
cation  reform  legislation  in  Massachusetts.  The  federal  NCLB  expectation  is 
that  all  students  will  become  proficient  in  mathematics  and  reading  by  2014. 
AYP  provides  an  annual  measure  of  schools’  progress  toward  this  goal. 
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Overall,  the  Scituate  Public  Schools  are  worthy  of  the  pride  of  this  com¬ 
munity.  We  are  moving  into  a  new  year  working  hard  to  gain  your  respect  and 
support.

Budget  Cuts  Result  in  Staffing  and  Program  Reduction 

Like  all  of  our  District  member  communities  and  school  systems,  South 
Shore  Vo-Tech  was  dramatically  impacted  by  the  Fiscal  Year  2004  State 
Budget  losses,  even  more  so  in  some  respects,  as  regional  school  districts 
across  the  Commonwealth  were  among  the  most  severely  affected  entities. 
Lost  regional  transportation  aid  alone  has  resulted  in  significant  service 
adjustments  for  Vo-Tech  students.  In  summary,  South  Shore  has  been  forced 
to  eliminate  an  English  position,  eliminate  the  reading  teacher  position  and 
program,  reduce  the  Special  Needs  staff,  cut  sports  program  offerings,  reduce 
staffing  in  two  vocational  programs,  begin  phasing  out  the  school’s  Industrial 
Technology  program,  cut  Physical  Education  and  cut  back  clerical  positions 
and  instructional  classroom  aide  support.  Just  as  importantly,  in  addition  to 
personnel  losses,  supply  budgets  were  slashed  and  Capital  and  Equipment 
budgets  totally  eliminated.  These  line  items  constitute  a  critical  lifeline  in  a 
vocational  technical  school,  the  means  by  which  an  institution  stays  current 
with  rapidly  changing  technologies.  Needless  to  say,  the  hopes  are  for  better 
financial  days. 

Extremely  responsive  to  community  needs  and  expectations,  South 
Shore’s  originally  submitted  budget  and  assessments  passed  unanimously  in 
the  District’s  eight  towns.  The  eventual  compromise  State  Budget  legislative¬ 
ly  required  a  recalculation  of  assessments,  resulting  in  a  re-shifting  of  mem¬ 
ber  town  responsibilities,  some  dramatic  in  their  change,  but  eventually 
resolved.  Fiscal  year  2005  most  certainly  looks  to  present  new  challenges. 

Despite  the  financial  thunderstorms,  the  past  year  has  represented  one  of 
tremendous  accomplishment  at  Vo-Tech.  Continued  progress  by  students  in 
the  State’s  MCAS  Assessment  program  saw  ninety-nine  (99%)  percent  of 
South  Shore’s  Class  of  2003  reach  the  mandated  competency  determination 
criteria  necessary  for  graduation.  This  represented  the  strongest  performance 
by  any  of  Massachusetts’  twenty-six  (26)  regional  vocational  technical 
schools.  Similarly,  the  students  in  the  classes  of  2004  and  2005  are  demon¬ 
strating  strong  skills  acquisition  and  remediation  successes,  also  comparing 
favorably  with  students  in  like  school  environments.  Of  particular  accom¬ 
plishment,  South  Shore’s  math  scores  on  MCAS  are  improving  impressively, 
with  increasing  numbers  of  students  scoring  in  the  proficient  and  advanced 
categories. 

While  last  year  witnessed  the  school’s  year  long  self-study  within  the 
framework  of  accreditation  review  by  the  New  England  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges  -  Commission  on  Technical  and  Career  Institutions, 
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Fall  2003  will  have  experienced  the  arrival  of  a  twenty-five  member  peer  vis¬ 
iting  team/committee  for  a  four  day  evaluation  process.  All  phases  of  South 
Shore’s  educational  and  operational  mission  and  status  will  be  examined  and 
a  report  generated  for  Spring  2004  action  by  the  NEASC. 

South  Shore  Viking  athletics  had  a  particularly  memorable  year  as  the 

2002  Football  squad  returned  to  the  Division  VII  Super  Bowl  stage  and 
emerged  victorious  with  a  resounding  34-0  victory  over  previously  undefeat¬ 
ed  Charlestown.  The  other  Viking  teams,  Drama  Club,  Student  Government 
and  activities,  Skills  USA/VICA,  Ford/AAA  Competition,  Parents 
Association  and  community  service  efforts  all  generated  successes  and 
growth  by  students  over  the  last  twelve  months. 

Wherever  possible,  South  Shore’s  long  range  plans  for  continued  facility 
upgrades  also  made  progress.  Completion  of  a  small  exercise  and  training  area 
in  the  gymnasium,  computer  lab  troubleshooting  upgrades  in  the  Electronics 
program,  completion  of  the  building’s  intranet  network  wiring,  a  desktop  pub¬ 
lishing  lab  in  Graphic  Arts  and  a  replacement  of  the  facility’s  40+  year  old 
emergency  generator  headed  a  busy  year  in  terms  of  the  regional  school’s 
infrastructure. 

Very  positively,  Vo-Tech  Three  Year  Project  550  plan  has  witnessed 
enrollment  growth  to  near  maximum  levels.  More  and  more  students,  parents 
and  community  at  large  citizens  are  seeing  the  very  real  potential  of  a  strong 
vocational  technical  school  experience  on  the  educational  lives  of  young  men 
and  women. 

Currently,  40  of  the  total  enrollment  of  556  are  from  Scituate.  June  of 

2003  celebrated  the  graduation  of  the  following  students  from  the  town:  James 
Anderson,  Jennifer  Bartlett,  Sophia  Juma,  Michael  Managliotis,  Dennis 
Rodgers,  Russell  Totman  and  Andrew  Wood. 

Whether  it  is  the  interaction  with  member  town  committees  over  bud¬ 
getary  realities,  continued  MCAS  growth,  the  NEASC  accreditation  process 
or  a  community  service  project,  South  Shore  Vocational  Technical  High 
School  stands  ready  to  continue  a  strong  regional  partnership  with  the  area 
town  communities. 

South  Shore  looks  forward  to  another  dynamic  year  of  service  to  students 
and  our  community  constituencies,  and  to  providing  the  very  best  career  and 
technical  education  resources  possible.

BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

Chairman  Mark  Robinson,  Esquire  was  reappointed  to  the  Board  of 
Health  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  June. 

During  2003,  the  Board  of  Health  held  twenty-three  (23)  meetings  and 
ninety-one  (91)  public  hearings  on  mostly  Title  5  variances  and  other  con¬ 
cerns.  The  Board  also  approved  five  (5)  emergency  sewer  connections  to  the 
public  sewage  system  due  to  failed  sewage  disposal  systems  that  could  not  be 
replaced  by  systems  in  full  compliance  with  Title  5. 

There  were  one-hundred  twelve  (112)  Title  5  inspections  submitted,  of 
which  ninety-two  (92)  passed  and  twenty  (20)  failed.  One  hundred  forty- 
seven  (147)  permits  for  sewage  disposal  systems  were  issued.  Also,  during  the 
year,  2  subdivisions  were  approved  with  a  total  of  20  new  lots. 

With  the  assistance  of  lifeguard  Lindsay  Bonanno  of  the  Recreation 
Department  staff,  beach  water  sampling  began  in  mid-June  and  concluded  on 
Labor  Day.  Due  to  unsatisfactory  bacterial  levels,  Humarock  Beach  and 
Peggotty  Beach  were  each  closed  for  one  day  in  August. 

The  Annual  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  was  held  on  May  1 2, 
2003  at  the  DPW  Highway  Garage  on  Captain  Pierce  Road.  Edward 
McLaughlin,  Vincent  J.  Kalishes,  and  DPW  staff  greatly  assisted  at  this  event 
under  Highway  Superintendent  Mike  Breen’s  supervision.  There  were  184 
cars  and  7  out  of  town  residents  with  permission  in  attendance. 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  conducted  their  annual 
testing  for  West  Nile  Virus  this  year.  Testing  was  limited  to  certain  species, 
i.e.,  crows  and  bluejays  although  all  dead  birds  were  reportable  to  the  state. 
Two  bluejays  tested  from  Scituate  were  positive  for  the  virus.  This  was  not 
unexpected  as  birds  from  Scituate  tested  positive  last  year  as  well.  It  is  expect¬ 
ed  that  Scituate  will  continue  to  be  positive  for  West  Nile  Virus  in  its  ecosys¬ 
tem  for  the  foreseeable  future. 

Lycott  Environmental  conducted  its  annual  treatment  for  algae  on 
Musquashicut  Pond. 

The  Scituate  Board  of  Health  would  like  to  thank  the  Animal  Control 
Board  for  their  dedication  and  diligence  in  arranging  periodic  Rabies  Clinics 
for  dogs  and  cats.

Consistency  of  service  in  an  unstable  environment .... 

The  needs  of  our  elders  did  not  change  per  se  in  2003,  but  they  certainly 
did  intensify.  And  so  did  the  challenges  for  the  Scituate  Council  on  Aging. 
While  demands  for  service  increased,  our  budget  took  hits  from  town,  state 
and  federal  sources  at  the  same  time. 

One  of  our  most  notable  challenges  was  meeting  the  dramatic  increase 
for  medical  transportation  both  locally  and  beyond  into  Weymouth,  Quincy 
and  Boston.  We  tapped  every  resource  to  meet  those  demands  as  best  we 
could.  For  those  who  qualify  for  certification  from  MBTA,  the  Scituate  Link, 
coordinated  by  the  Scituate  COA,  provided  transportation.  A  total  of  274 
round-trip  rides  were  provided  via  the  Link  for  the  calendar  year  of  January 
1,  2003  through  December  31,2003.  The  COA  van  offered  medical  trans¬ 
portation  within  Scituate  and  Cohasset  and  a  fleet  of  volunteer  drivers,  many 
of  whom  are  elderly  themselves,  covered  locations  elsewhere  on  the  South 
Shore  and  in  Boston.  Collectively,  the  COA  van  and  volunteer  drivers  provid¬ 
ed  477  medical  trips  for  the  year. 

Transportation  via  the  COA  van  is  a  top  priority  for  Scituate ’s  elders.  In 
FY03,  19,025  rides  were  provided  on  the  van  from  elders’  homes  to  various 
stops  in  the  Harbor,  hairdressers,  nutrition  programs,  and  shopping  at  Shaws 
in  Cohasset.  In  February  2003,  we  added  another  van  to  our  fleet,  which  was 
limping  along  with  only  one  good  van  at  the  time. 

Our  HandyMan  Program  continued  to  be  in  demand,  particularly  last 
winter  with  the  abundance  of  snow,  and  hence  need  for  shovelers.  This  pro¬ 
gram  is  funded  in  part  by  a  federal  grant.  For  FY03,  157  seniors  were  served 
with  384  hours  of  service  through  the  handyman  program.  Of  that,  62  hours 
were  for  snow  shoveling  alone!  Federal  assistance  was  reduced  this  year  for 
the  program  but  the  Scituate  Senior  Association  (SSA)  and  a  donation  from 
the  Scituate  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  offsetting  reductions  in  the  budget  to 
keep  the  program  alive.  In  just  two  months  of  the  current  Handyman  fiscal 
calendar,  28  seniors  have  been  served  with  82  units  of  service! 

Outreach  is  a  vital  component  of  the  Scituate  COA.  Through  outreach, 
the  COA  provides  advocacy,  support,  information  and  referral  responding  to 
a  diverse  range  of  needs.  Each  year  we  meet  new  faces  of  elders  and  family 
members  who  need  assistance  with  housing,  legal,  medical  and  caregiving 
needs  and  issues.  COA  Outreach  was  instrumental  in  restarting  the  Elder  Task 
Force  to  address  concerns  that  compromise  elders’  safety.  In  response,  the 
Safety  Evacuation  List  was  drafted  to  keep  the  fire  and  police  departments 
alerted  to  elders  living  alone  in  areas  of  Scituate  that  may  be  vulnerable  dur¬ 
ing  storms.  Collaboration  with  the  Plymouth  County  Sheriff’s  Department 
connects  elders  living  alone  with  the  Are  You  Okay  Program  that  provides 
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daily  telephone  contact;  offers  emergency  beacon  lights  for  elders  who  live  in 
remote  or  unlit  areas;  and  supplies  all  elders  with  a  File  of  Life  card  to  pro¬ 
vide  emergency  response  personnel  with  perhaps  life-saving  information. 

Budget  cuts  directly  affected  Outreach,  with  personnel  reduced  to  25 
hours  per  week  in  FY03.  Yet,  451  elders  were  served  through  outreach  in  the 
fiscal  year  and  for  the  six-month  period  from  July,  2003  to  December  2003, 
216  elders  availed  themselves  of  outreach  services  with  880  units  of  service 
offered. 

Our  elder  service  corps  workers  were  also  eliminated  due  to  the  state’s 
cut  of  that  program.  While  they  continue  to  volunteer,  we  wish  to  particular¬ 
ly  thank  Margaret  Hallihan,  Connie  Merritt  and  Gigi  Linhart  for  their  many 
years  of  devoted  service  to  the  elders  of  Scituate. 

New  developments  and  accomplishments  .... 

While  we  persevered  against  economic  challenges,  we  also  introduced 
new  programs,  collaborations,  and  partnerships.  These  included: 

•  Beginning  the  design  phase  of  a  new  senior  center  with  Graham- 
Meus  Architects. 

•  Designing  the  Claire  O’Donnell  Art  Series,  offering  art  instruction  in 
various  media  to  adults  of  all  ages. 

•  Developing  a  partnership  with  Scituate  artists  for  programming  and 
exhibitions  in  the  Senior  Center. 

•  Expanding  the  Handyman  Program  with  a  junior  handyman  compo¬ 
nent  to  respond  to  calls  for  yard-cleanups  and  snow  shoveling. 

•  Initiating  an  intergenerational  volunteer  program  with  local  elemen¬ 
tary  schools. 

•  Increasing  computer  education  classes  and  tutoring. 

•  Adding  a  gazebo  to  our  back  parking  lot,  thanks  to  the  generous 
workmanship  of  Robert  Smith  and  his  family  in  pursuit  of  his  Eagle 
Scout  badge. 

Continued  thanks  .... 

Go  out  to  our  many  volunteers  who  help  us  make  things  happen  at  the 
COA.  It  would  be  impossible  to  name  everyone  but  certainly  our  medical  driv¬ 
ers,  meals-on-wheels  drivers,  nutrition  site  assistants,  newsletter  helpers, 
friendly  visitors,  and  shopping  escorts  helped  us  in  ways  we  couldn’t  possibly 
repay.  We  continued  to  be  well  served  by  lawyers  Michael  Loring,  Chris 
Sullivan,  and  Holly  Harris  and  our  SHINE  counselor,  Cathy  Rooney,  all  of 
whom  donated  countless  hours  of  consultation  and  advice  to  our  elders.  Rep. 
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Frank  Hynes,  and  his  assistant  Gigi  Mirarchi  also  volunteered  many  hours  at 
the  Senior  Center  listening  to  elders’  concerns.  And  the  Scituate  Senior 
Association  kept  many  programs  going  and  the  dream  of  a  new  senior  center 
alive  with  their  fundraising  and  financial  support. 

And  last  but  certainly  not  least  is  our  Board  of  Directors  who  gave  their 
time,  expertise,  and  energy  to  COA  causes  during  the  year.  We  thank  Board 
Chair  Kristen  Gotter,  and  members  Estelle  Adler,  Val  Baker,  Peg  D’Onofrio, 
Kate  Granigan,  Patrick  Riley,  Celeste  Santee,  Tara  Stone,  and  Jerry  Wild. 

On  behalf  of  the  COA  staff,  it  has  been  an  honor  to  serve  the  elders  of 
Scituate.

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VETERANS  SERVICES 


The  Director/Agent  exercises  a  high  degree  of  responsibility  and  decision 
making  in  the  daily  administration  and  management  of  the  Veteran  Services 
Department. 

The  Veterans  Services  Agent  is  the  person  charged  with  taking  applica¬ 
tions  for  veterans  benefits  and  for  providing  financial  and  medical  assistance 
to  qualified  needy  veterans  and  their  dependents.  He  acts  as  the  veteran  bur¬ 
ial  agent  for  proper  internment  of  the  deceased  veterans  in  accordance  with 
state  regulations.  His  job  is  to  serve  local  veterans  and  their  dependents  in 
whatever  capacity  he  can.  Some  of  the  services  provided  are: 

•  The  disbursement  of  monetary  and  medical  benefits 

•  Counseling,  advising  and  assisting  veterans  and  their  dependents  in 
procuring  entitlements  for  which  they  may  be  eligible 

•  Assisting  in  housing,  employment,  medical  and  educational  needs 
for  veterans  and  their  families 

•  Assist  in  job  search  and  alcohol/drug  rehabilitation 

•  Attend  the  appeal  process  by  veterans/dependents  that  are  litigated 
through  the  Department  of  Veteran  Services 

•  Investigate  circumstances  of  veterans/dependents  applying  for  or 
receiving  monetary  or  medical  assistance 

•  Coordinate  with  local  nursing  homes  and  elder  care  facilities  to 
ensure  veterans/widows  are  receiving  proper  treatment  and  entitle¬ 
ments 

•  Assist  in  all  patriotic  events  that  take  place  in  the  community 

•  Act  as  liaison  between  veterans  and  veterans  organizations  and  the 
elected  officials  in  the  Town  of  Scituate 

•  Ensure  all  veterans  graves  and  memorials  are  respected  and  main¬ 
tained  properly 

•  Seeks  out  veterans/dependents  in  need  or  unaware  of  available 
benefits 

•  Assist  to  arrange/provide  transportation  to  veterans  hospitals  or 
clinics 

•  Make  appropriate  referrals  for  veterans/dependents  to  Social 
Security  for  SSI,  SSD  and  Medicare 

•  Be  aware  of  all  Department  of  Veterans  Services  practices  and  pro¬ 
cedures  as  they  pertain  to  veterans  and  their  dependents. 
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•  Advocate  on  a  local  level  for  veterans  and  their  dependents

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HOUSING  AUTHORITY 


The  Scituate  Housing  Authority  owns  and  manages  three  developments 
comprising  209  units  of  publicly  sponsored  housing  for  elderly  and  handi¬ 
capped  persons.  In  addition,  the  authority  owns  a  community  residence, 
which  is  leased  to  Road  To  Responsibility  for  housing  up  to  eight  people  with 
special  needs. 

Much  of  the  administrative  effort  in  2003  was  devoted  to  the  planning  and 
design  of  four  construction  projects:  a  new  community  residence  to  replace 
the  old  one,  a  new  septic  system  for  Lincoln  Park,  accessibility  modifications 
to  the  community  room  at  Wheeler  Park,  and  new  windows  for  Central  Park. 
The  maintenance  focus  in  2003  was  on  beautifying  the  landscaping,  and 
upgrading  the  heating  and  ventilating  systems  in  all  developments. 

2004  will  be  a  fiscal  challenge  for  the  housing  authority.  We  are  commit¬ 
ted  to  completing  the  capital  improvement  projects  noted  above  as  well  as 
implementing  more  operational  improvements,  and  maintaining  our  proper¬ 
ties  to  an  ever  higher  standard.  However,  we  must  accomplish  this  in  the  face 
of  declining  revenues.  Rents  in  public  housing  are  determined  by  each  resi¬ 
dent’s  income  and  medical  expenses;  and  low  interest  rates  and  higher  med¬ 
ical  costs  have  reduced  rent  revenue. 

The  housing  authority  staff  is  dedicated  to  providing  attractive  and 
friendly  places  to  live,  and  we  are  confident  of  continued  success.  We 
acknowledge  that  we  do  not  achieve  this  without  the  openhanded  support  we 
receive  from  the  Town  of  Scituate,  especially  the  Council  on  Aging  and  the 
departments  of  Fire,  Police,  Public  Health  and  Public  Works.  Our  accom¬ 
plishments  could  not  be  possible  without  them.

LIBRARY  DIRECTOR 

Circulation  of  materials  totaled  235,420  in  FY  2003.  The  delivery  system, 
managed  by  the  Regional  Library  System,  delivered  14,724  items  to  Scituate 
Library  users  from  other  libraries.  20,580  items  owned  by  the  Scituate  Library 
were  transported  to  other  communities  to  fill  patron  requests.  Patrons 
accessed  the  Internet  through  library  connections  19,000  times.  38,476  "hits" 
were  recorded  on  the  library  web  page,  scituatetownlibrarv.org. 

In  FY  ’03  the  library  was  open  a  total  of  3,221  hours.  94,016  people  vis¬ 
ited  the  library.  19,326  reference  questions  were  answered.  2,409  children 
attended  89  programs.  1,542  adults  attended  48  programs.  43  volunteers 
donated  854  hours  of  service.  12,772  Scituate  residents  held  active  library 
cards. 

On  May  twenty-third,  The  Scituate  Library  Foundation  held  its  first 
annual  gala  dinner  to  kick-off  the  long-term  endowment  fund  campaign.  The 
sold-out  event,  held  at  The  Barker  Tavern,  was  a  rousing  success  with  Brian 
McGrory  as  the  guest  author  and  William  Bulger  the  recipient  of  the  Silver 
Paddle  Award.  Six  names  are  currently  on  the  Benefactor’s  Board,  the 
Reference  Department  has  been  named  in  memory  of  L.  Jean  Dunphy  ,  and 
Evelyn  and  J.  Paul  Finnegan  have  given  their  names  to  the  Children’s  Room. 
As  a  result,  the  Foundation  Endowment  Fund  has  already  reached  over  ten 
percent  of  its  goal  of  $500,000.00. 1  sincerely  appreciate  the  generosity  of  the 
donors,  as  well  as  the  many  hours  of  work  given  by  the  members  of  the 
Foundation  Board  and  its  committees. 

In  its  endeavor  to  increase  programming,  the  library  cooperated  with 
other  community  groups  with  similar  missions.  As  a  member  of  the 
Community  Partnership  for  Children,  the  library  received  funding  to  provide 
children’s  programming.  The  library  co-sponsored  programs  with  the  Scituate 
Historical  Society,  Scituate  Health  Services,  the  Scituate  Garden  Club  and  the 
Scituate  Arts  Association.  Front  Street  Bookshop  and  the  Scituate  Library 
Foundation  co-sponsored  author  talks  in  a  continuing  series  of  programs. 
During  school  vacation  week  in  February,  The  Friends  of  the  Library  spon¬ 
sored  a  three-day  puppetry  workshop  culminating  in  a  performance  on  the  last 
day.  In  July,  the  Friends  sponsored  a  program  by  children’s  author,  Jerry 
Pallotta.  Throughout  the  year,  Micki  Appleby,  voluntarily  conducted  bi-week¬ 
ly  chess  instruction  classes  for  Scituate  children. 

The  staff  and  trustees  of  the  library  have  endeavored  to  provide  a  profes¬ 
sionally  selected  collection  of  library  materials  in  a  variety  of  formats  to  sat- 
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isfy  the  demands  of  this  dynamic  community.  Participation  in  the  Old  Colony 
Library  Network  makes  the  holdings  of  the  27  members  available  to  our  citi¬ 
zens.  The  Scituate  library  receives  most  of  its  Internet  connectivity  through  its 
membership  in  OCLN  (two  connections  are  provided  by  Comcast.) 

The  state  of  Massachusetts,  through  its  Regional  Library  Program,  pro¬ 
vides  a  delivery  system  connecting  all  libraries,  continuing  education  to 
library  staff  members,  a  system  to  oversee  mediated  inter-library  loans,  and  it 
provides  expensive  information-based  databases  accessible  to  Scituate  resi¬ 
dents  through  the  Old  Colony  Library  Network. 

The  cuts  in  state  programs  have  affected  the  library  in  the  following  ways. 
Direct  State  Aid  to  Libraries  has  been  reduced  by  28%,  resulting  in  a  loss  to 
Scituate  of  over  $6,000.00  (used  to  purchase  books  and  other  materials.)  The 
state  usually  reimburses  the  automated  networks  for  their  telecommunication 
costs  (Internet  service  lines).  This  has  been  cut  by  almost  100%,  resulting  in 
these  costs  being  passed  along  to  the  individual  communities  -  $180,000.00, 
in  total  for  OCLN.  The  regional  library  program  has  been  cut  by  $23.8% 
resulting  in  the  elimination  of  compensation  for  net  lending,  a  reduction  in 
delivery  service,  a  reduction  in  continuing  education,  a  need  to  pass  on  some 
Inter-library  loan  charges,  and  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  informational 
databases  provided. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library,  utilizing  proceeds  from  the  membership  drive 
and  the  book  sales,  continued  to  support  the  library  by  providing  funding  for 
programming,  museum  passes,  books,  DVDs,  videocassettes,  music  CDs,  and 
books-on-tape  and  books-on-CD.  In  FY  ’03,  The  Friends  utilized  "  rainy  day" 
funds  to  supplement  the  usual  contributions  made  to  the  library.  Thanks  to  the 
Friends,  the  ramifications  from  reduced  state  aid  and  municipal  level  funding 
were  kept  to  a  minimum. 

Volunteers  from  the  community  assisted  the  library  staff  by  providing 
programs  for  children  and  adults,  by  processing  and  shelving  library  materi¬ 
als,  and  by  beautifying  the  library  with  art  exhibits  and  landscaping.  Forty- 
three  dedicated  citizens  provided  854  hours  of  volunteer  service  to  the  library. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  many  individuals,  community  organizations  and 
businesses  that  supported  the  library  through  their  donations  of  time  and 
money.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  elected  and  appointed  town  officials,  the 
employees  of  the  town,  and  the  community  at  large  for  their  continued  sup¬ 
port  and  encouragement.

No  doubt  everyone  is  aware  of  the  governmental  cuts  that  have  been 
made  this  past  year  and  libraries  have  not  been  missed.  At  the  state  level  and 
at  the  regional  level  significant  cuts  have  been  made  to  library  services.  At  the 
local  level,  the  Scituate  Library  has  been  lucky  to  have  managed  without  sig¬ 
nificant  degradation  in  budget  or  service.  New  materials  such  as  books, 
books-on-tape,  CDs,  DVDs,  etc.,  continue  to  be  added.  Overall  usage  of  the 
library  continues  to  be  high.  We  thank  our  town  officials  for  maintaining  their 
budgetary  support.  As  well,  once  again  The  Friends  of  the  Library  organiza¬ 
tion  has  made  a  substantial  contribution  to  our  new  materials  budget.  Overall 
we  would  like  to  commend  our  townspeople  for  their  continued  strong  sup¬ 
port  of  the  library. 

For  our  long-term  support  in  economic  slowdowns  the  Scituate  Library 
Foundation  (SLF)  was  founded  to  create  and  manage  an  endowment  for  our 
library.  This  year  the  Foundation  members  announced  an  Endowment 
Campaign  with  a  long-term  fundraising  goal  of  $500,000.  The  First  Annual 
Spring  Gala  at  the  Barker  Tavern  was  held  in  May  2003  and  the  campaign  was 
off  to  a  great  start.  Many  opportunities  for  contributions  are  available  such  as 
a  Donor  Wall  and  a  Naming  Opportunities  Program,  not  to  mention  individ¬ 
ual  endowments  and  donations.  Please  stop  by  the  library  to  ask  for  literature 
on  the  Foundation. 

The  Trustees  want  to  especially  thank  the  staff  for  their  highly  com¬ 
mendable  work  and  friendly  service  and  in  making  the  library  open  to  the 
public  7  days  a  week  in  the  winter  and  6  days  in  the  summer.  We  truly  have  a 
valuable  resource  that  is  available  to  all.  We  invite  the  public  to  stop  by  and 
see  what  our  library  has  to  offer. 

We  encourage  people  to  access  our  library  website  to  see  the  list  of  cur¬ 
rent  events  at  the  library  and  to  access  the  catalog  of  books  for  researching, 
browsing  or  for  placing  books  on  hold.

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SCITUATE  RECREATION  COMMISSION 


The  2003  Recreation  Commission  was  comprised  of  Members  Vincent 
O'Brien,  Chairman,  Michelle  Francis,  Joshua  McKain,  Steve  Chase  and 
Kathy  Judge. 

We  said  good-bye  to  Jane  Connelly  and  Paula  White  who  resigned  after  serv¬ 
ing  faithfully  for  six  years.  We  welcomed  Chris  Wood  as  an  Associate  Member. 

Commissioner  Joshua  McKain  was  re-appointed  to  represent  our  com¬ 
mission  on  the  Community  Preservation  Committee. 

We  continue  to  work  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Field  Study 
Committee  to  locate  and  develop  new  fields  and/or  restore  existing  fields.  We 
are  currently  working  with  the  Community  Preservation  Committee  to  estab¬ 
lish  funds  for  new  field  development,  specifically,  Hatherly  School  field. 

Throughout  the  year  we  were  able  to  run  308  programs  and  provided 
recreation  services  to  over  5000  citizens.  Although  the  town  field  situation  is 
still  of  major  concern  all  programs  using  the  fields  have  been  extremely  coop¬ 
erative  and  understanding. 

The  department,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Friends  of  Scituate  Recreation, 
has  had  the  opportunity  to  host  a  number  of  special  events  throughout  the 
year.  These  events  included  the  P.J.  Steverman  Golf  Classic,  Scituate  Summer 
Music  Series,  the  Annual  Easter  Egg  Hunt,  Halloween  Party,  Teen  Ski  Trips, 
5  &  6  year  old  soccer  program  and  the  Annual  Paul  A.  Svensen/ 
TK  O’Malley’s  10K  Road  Race.  Proceeds  raised  during  some  of  these  events 
helped  support  the  recreation  department’s  programs  and  projects.  It  is  our 
sincerest  hope  that  we  not  only  provide  family  fun,  sports  entertainment,  and 
community  spirit  in  sports  this  year,  but  also  raise  funds  for  terrific  causes. 
The  Friends  of  Scituate  Recreation  through  these  activities  has  been  able  to 
provide  funds  for  the  following  purposes: 

We  were  able  to  make  three  donations  to  the  Paul  A.  Svensen  Scholarship 
Fund,  which  is  given  to  a  Scituate  High  School  Senior  annually;  donated 
money  to  the  Scituate  High  School  All  Night  Graduation  Party,  Scituate 
Community  Christmas,  maintained  the  PJ  Steverman  In  Line  Rink;  made 
repairs  to  the  J-24  Racing  Sailboat,  purchased  new  lifeguard  training  equip¬ 
ment,  purchased  new  scrimmage  vests  for  Scituate  High  School’s  soccer 
teams;  funded  a  portion  of  the  Early  Childhood  Playground  project  and  donat¬ 
ed  to  a  number  of  memorial  scholarships  within  the  Town. 

On  behalf  of  the  board  I  would  like  to  thank  the  many  citizens  who  assist 
us  in  our  programs,  in  addition  to  those  involved  in  other  town  and  youth  pro¬ 
grams,  for  their  assistance.  I  would  especially  like  to  thank  our  staff  for  their 
dedicated  and  diligent  work  during  this  time.

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SCITUATE  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 


Because  Scituate  is  one  of  the  oldest  communities  in  the  nation  it  is  no 
surprise  that  there  are  a  large  number  of  historic  buildings  within  the  town. 
Starting  with  the  inception  of  the  Scituate  Historical  Society  in  1917,  the  mis¬ 
sion  of  the  Society  has  been  to  preserve  the  town’s  most  important  structures 
and  artifacts  and  to  provide  educational  opportunities  for  all  residents,  espe¬ 
cially  our  youth.  This  year  I  wish  to  outline  how  this  is  accomplished. 

The  Society  owns  six  buildings:  Old  Oaken  Bucket,  Stockbridge  Grist 
Mill,  GAR  Hall,  Cudworth  Bam,  and  the  Maritime  &  Irish  Mossing  Museum. 
The  Society  acts  as  the  oversight  authority  by  advising  town  officials  on  main¬ 
tenance  and  preservation  issues  of  five  town  owned  historic  properties: 
Scituate  Lighthouse,  Mann  House,  Cudworth  House,  Lawson  Tower,  and 
Lawson  Gates.  When  one  reviews  the  Scituate  Historical  Society  budget  line 
in  the  annual  town  budget,  it  is  important  to  understand  that  those  funds  are 
expended  only  for  the  town  owned  properties. 

Because  of  the  continuing  support  of  town  meeting  members,  funding 
was  approved  to  do  the  following  work  on  the  town  owned  historic  buildings 
in  2003. 

Scituate  Light:  The  three  flue  chimney  has  been  rebuilt  and  the  keeper’s 
quarters  reroofed.  Also  repairs  to  the  runway  were  completed. 

Cudworth  House:  The  sills  and  floor  joists  in  the  loom  room  were 
replaced  and  the  floor  refinished.  Interior  painting  was  completed  and  the 
electrical  system  was  upgraded. 

Mann  House:  A  portion  of  the  roof  was  replaced  and  the  electrical  sys¬ 
tem  was  brought  up  to  code. 

Lawson  Tower:  Restoration  of  the  bell  carriage  frame  was  completed 
and  work  continued  on  sill  repairs. 

Lawson  Gates:  The  planned  2003  phase  of  gates  restoration  was  com¬ 
pleted  which  brings  us  closer  to  the  full  restoration  of  the  gates  as  they  looked 
during  the  heyday  of  Dreamwold. 

At  the  September  Special  Town  Meeting,  Community  Preservation  funds 
were  approved  for  the  repairs  to  the  sills  of  the  Cudworth  Bam  and  repairs  to 
the  adjoining  Cattle  Pound.  Funding  was  also  provided  for  a  local  historic  sur¬ 
vey  of  several  neighborhoods  as  well  as  a  survey  to  begin  an  assessment  of 
preservation  needs  at  local  cemeteries.  And  most  importantly,  funding  was 
approved  to  complete  restoration  of  the  Lawson  Tower  bells.  They  are  com¬ 
ing  back  home  in  2004! 
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The  Society  was  also  able  to  move  forward  with  work  on  its  own  build¬ 
ings.  Major  interior  renovations  at  the  Old  Oaken  Bucket  house  were  com¬ 
pleted  and  our  goal  is  to  move  on  to  exterior  repair  work  and  landscaping 
improvements  in  2004.  We  also  expect  to  complete  the  next  phase  of  repairs 
to  the  GAR  Hall  next  year.  Volunteers  at  the  Maritime  &  Irish  Mossing 
Museum  have  been  working  with  NOAA’s  Stellwagen  Bank  Sanctuary  staff 
on  an  exhibit  that  features  the  discovery  of  the  Steamer  Portland.  The  target 
date  for  opening  the  exhibit  is  February  2004. 

Obviously  it  is  extremely  important  to  keep  the  town’s  historic  sites  in 
good  repair,  but  this  society  is  also  committed  to  providing  educational  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  the  town.  This  year  we  held  four  dinner  meetings  with  speakers 
providing  excellent  information  on  a  wide  variety  of  topics.  During  the  sum¬ 
mer,  historic  sites  were  open  to  the  public  on  a  staggered  schedule  except  for 
Heritage  Days  when  all  sites  were  open.  Tour  bus  groups  coming  to  town  con¬ 
tinues  to  increase  each  year.  In  many  cases  the  tour  operators  requested  that 
we  provide  guides  to  enhance  their  visit,  which  we  gladly  did. 

Most  important  of  all  the  number  of  schools  requesting  special  tours  was 
at  an  all  time  high.  Approximately  600  students  were  given  special  tours  of 
one  or  more  of  our  sites. 

This  year  we  were  able  to  ascertain  that  Scituate  Light  is  the  second  old¬ 
est  lighthouse  in  the  state  and  that  the  keepers’  cottage  is  the  oldest  in  the 
nation.  That  information  certainly  will  be  of  interest  to  all  that  visit  this  most 
important  site. 

We  ended  the  year  with  Cudworth  Christmas.  Many  dedicated  volunteers 
spent  months  preparing  for  this  opportunity  to  showcase  the  Cudworth  House, 
as  it  would  have  possibly  looked  during  the  holiday  season  a  century  ago.  The 
event  was  extremely  well  attended  and  gave  our  residents  an  opportunity  to 
see  the  major  restoration  work  that  was  completed  this  year. 

I  want  to  thank  town  officials  and  the  citizens  of  Scituate  for  their  con¬ 
tinued  support.  Without  their  and  your  support  little  would  have  been  accom¬ 
plished.  Thank  you!

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SCITUATE  BEAUTIFICATION  COMMISSION 


The  Beautification  Commission  had  a  busy  but  very  successful  2003,  as 
it  continued  its  effort  to  enhance  the  town’s  appearance.  Adopt-a-Lot  is  a 
major  focus  of  the  Commission;  we  currently  have  43  islands  that  are  main¬ 
tained  by  our  volunteers  or  have  plantings  and  maintenance  managed  by  the 
Commission.  For  several  years  in  addition  to  planting  annuals  we  have 
increased  the  number  of  perennials  planted  on  the  islands.  As  a  result,  this 
year  we  were  able  to  divide  some  perennials  to  enhance  other  islands.  We  also 
shared  our  divided  perennials  with  George  Story  of  the  Scituate  Parks  and 
Grounds  Department,  which  were  used  to  plant  a  new  area  on  the  land  in  front 
ot  Town  Hall.  In  the  fall  of  2003  the  Garden  Club  donated  to  our  Commission 
1000  daffodil  bulbs  which  we  planted  throughout  the  town. 

The  Beautification  Commission  also  supports  and  coordinates  the  win¬ 
dow  boxes  planted  by  the  merchants  on  Front  Street.  This  project,  now  in  its 
sixth  year,  has  steadily  beautified  the  harbor  area.  In  2004  we  plan  to  expand 
this  endeavor  to  include  merchants  in  all  areas  of  Scituate. 

As  a  result  of  the  severe  winter  our  volunteers  spent  much  time  and  ener¬ 
gy  in  the  spring  replacing  plants  that  were  lost  due  to  winterkill.  In  addition, 
some  plants  had  to  be  replaced  due  to  height  regulations  by  the  Scituate 
Traffic  Rules  and  Regulations  Committee.  The  Beautification  Commission 
and  dedicated  volunteers  look  forward  to  spring  to  begin  our  work. 

The  2003  Beautification  Commission  awards  will  be  given  to  Kennedy’s 
Country  Gardens,  St.  Mary  of  the  Nativity  Church,  Riva  Restaurant,  and  The 
Hingham  Institution  for  Savings  in  North  Scituate.  These  Beautification 
Commission  awards  are  given  annually  to  organizations  doing  outstanding 
work  to  visually  improve  the  beauty  of  Scituate.  They  will  be  presented  by  the 
Commission  at  a  March  2004  Selectmen’s  meeting. 

The  Beautification  Commission  wishes  to  thank  the  more  than  40  volun¬ 
teers  that  give  so  much  of  their  time  to  support  the  Commission’s  vision  and 
effort  for  the  town.  If  you  are  interested  in  volunteering  the  Office  of  the 
Town  Clerk  at  Town  Hall  has  information  available.  We  welcome  you  even  if 
you  only  have  limited  time-there  is  always  a  project  available.  Let  us  all  help 
to  make  Scituate  more  beautiful.
